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Yaki: Did 
gay rights 
cause 
helicopter 
crash?

s over 700 peace officers from 
around the state and nation ar¬ 
rived at 
St. Mary’s 
Cathedral Tues¬ 
day, January 18 
for a morning 
memorial ser¬ 
vice for two San 
Francisco Police 
Department of¬ 
ficers tragically 
killed in a heli¬ 
copter crash last 
week, Supervisor Michael Yaki used 
the backdrop to suggest that the city’s 
landmark equal benefits ordinance 
may be partially to blame for the offi¬ 
cers’ deaths. 

Inspector Kirk Brookbush', 49, and 
Officer James Dougherty, 56, were 
killed on the evening of January 11 as 
they returned from a routine mainte¬ 
nance trip at the Arrow Falcon Com¬ 
pany, a contractor in Porterville, 
Stanislaus County. Their helicopter 
crashed in a field. 

Appearing on KTVU’s local news 
show Mornings on 2, Yaki suggested 
that the copter may have crashed in 
part because the police department 
could find no local maintenance com¬ 
panies that offered domestic partner 
benefits, and therefore the police offi¬ 
cers had to take it to Porterville for 
servicing, over 200 miles away. 

“The implication is that if they 
didn’t have to go there for mainte¬ 
nance, maybe the copter wouldn’t 
have had to crash,” said Board of Su¬ 
pervisors President Tom Ammiano, 
who attended Tuesday’s memorial 
service. Though he did not see the 
KTVU interview with Yaki, Ammiano 
said several constituents later called to 
tell him about his fellow supervisor’s 
on-air comments. 

“I thought that was really, really 
rude, and playing to a right-wing 
thing,” Ammiano said. 

“I think what we have here is pure 
and simple homophobia, in order to 
cater to the homophobia on the [city’s] 
west side that was engendered in the re¬ 
cent mayor’s race,” agreed Jeff Sheehy of 
Equal Benefits Advocates, a local group 
that worked for the law’s passage, and 
has fought for its enforcement. 

While Yaki emphasized in the tele¬ 
vision interview that he is a “strong 
supporter” of the 1996 ordinance, 
which requires companies that con¬ 
tract with the city to offer their em¬ 
ployees’ domestic partners the same

Supervisors okay queer 
youth shelter in Noe Valley

T en homeless lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender young people in San Fran¬ 
cisco will have a place to stay this win¬ 
ter, thanks to a 9-2 vote by the Board of 
Supervisors Tuesday, January 18 that allocat¬ 
ed city funding for an emergency youth shel¬ 
ter in Noe Valley. The shelter will open next 
month at Golden Gate Metropolitan Com¬ 
munity Church, and remain open through 
April. The city will set aside $54,000 for the 
three-month period to provide counseling, 
security, and other services. 

The youth shelter narrowly survived a 
bitter neighborhood debate that erupted as 
soon as the Reverend Jim Mitulski first pro¬ 
posed the project last November. Mitulski - 
who offered up his church as an emergency, 
short-term solution when plans for a queer 
youth shelter in the C&stro dissolved - was 
accused by Noe Valley residents of creating 
“a done deal” and “closed process” whereby 
their input was disregarded dhnng discus¬ 
sions about the shelter. 

Two supervisors - Leland Yee and Amos 
Brown - felt that the neighborhood opposi-

Judy Shepard to speak at 
Jan. 27 No on Knight benefit

M uch has been said about the potential 
legal impact of the Knight initiative 
on equal rights for gays and lesbians 
in California. 

If more than half of California voters sup¬ 
port the Knight initiative (Proposition 22) 
when they go to the polls on March 7, gay 
Californians who may someday legally 
marry in another state may forever be denied 
the benefits of marriage. Even worse, just as 
they have done in other states that have en¬ 
acted similar laws, anti-gay groups are ex¬ 
pected to use a victory as a legal basis to chal¬ 
lenge existing protections for same-sex fam¬ 
ilies, such as domestic partner benefits, hos¬ 
pital visitation privileges, and adoption. 

But win or lose, as the debate over the 
Knight initiative escalates amidst the rhetoric 
of the state’s presidential primary, opponents 
of the statewide ballot measure also fear that 
anti-gay rhetoric - and its attendant violence 
- could also increase in California. 

“Anti-gay violence does not happen in a 
vacuum,” Judy Shepard, whose young son 
Matthew was slain in a vicious hate crime in 
Wyoming in 1998, recently said in a state¬ 
ment. “It happens in a climate of fear, igno¬ 
rance, and intolerance - the very climate the 
Knight initiative fosters.” 

As part of a tour of the state to get this 
point across, and to help defeat the Knight 
initiative, Mrs. Shepard will visit San Fran¬ 
cisco Thursday, January 27, where she will be 


the featured speaker at “Journey to a Hate 
Free Millennium,” a badly needed benefit for 
the No on Knight campaign. 

The event at the Regency Building at 1300 
Van Ness Avenue, which begins with cock¬ 
tails and a buffet at 5:30 p.m., will feature a 
7:15 screening of a new documentary pro¬ 
duced by New Light Media. 

The murder of Matthew Shepard is one 
of three recent hate crimes explored in Jour¬ 
ney to a Hate Free Millennium , the film di-

rected by Brent Scarpo and Martin Bedogne. 

“It’s one of our major fundraisers,” said 
Tracey Conaty, spokeswoman for the No on 
Knight campaign. “The benefit is about 
bringing in dollars, but it’s also about edu¬ 
cating voters about the connection between 
anti-gay ballot measures and anti-gay dis¬ 
crimination and hate crimes.” 

Although the No on Knight campaign 
raised about $200,000 more than their op-

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San Francisco 
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Dick Pabich tribute 
draws hundreds

F riends, family, and civic lead¬ 
ers all paid tribute January 
14 to Dick Pabich, a long¬ 
time political strategist who paved 
the way for gay politics in San 
Francisco. Pabich died New Year s 
Day of AIDS-related complica¬ 
tions. He was 44. 

Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden, a longtime friend, told 
the several hundred people as¬ 
sembled at San Francisco’s First 
Unitarian Church that she will al¬ 
ways ask herself, “What would 
Dick think? In that way I shall 
carry him with me forever.” 

Pabich was well-known in San 
Francisco gay politics for 20 years; 
he helped run Harvey Milk’s suc¬ 
cessful campaign for supervisor 
and followed Milk to City Hall as 
his aide. 

“He knew in politics it was 
better to be feared than to be 
loved,” said Migden, chair of the 
Assembly Appropriations Com¬ 
mittee. “Dick’s legacy is the polit¬ 
ical movement. His life and our 
movement should be celebrated 
today.” 

U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer 
(D-California), recalled how 
Pabich worked with her when she 
ran for Congress. “He taught me 
- with great patience - politics in 
San Francisco, including gay pol¬ 
itics. One of the first debates I had 
for Congress was in one of the 
rooms at this church and Dick 
was with me.

“Everyday I’m in the Senate I 
am amazed I got there; one of the 
reasons I got there is the gay and 
lesbian community. Every cam¬ 
paign he worked on was the right 
place to be,” said Boxer. 

Pabich worked against the 
anti-gay statewide ballot initia¬ 
tives in the 1980s and most re¬ 
cently lobbied Migden to sponsor 
legislation enabling people living 
with AIDS to return to work with¬ 
out losing their benefits. 


The law, signed by Governor 
Gray Davis last fall, took effect on 
the day Pabich died. 

Mayor Willie Brown praised 
Pabich as one of the organizers 
behind his January 1998 AIDS 
summit. At the event, Brown 
named Pabich his “AIDS Czar,” a 
position Pabich held without pay 
until August 1998. 

“I have lost an advisor, the po¬ 
litical world has lost one of its 
super stars,” Brown said. He also 
touched on Pabich’s involvement 
with the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender Community Center 
Project; Pabich had served on the 
center’s board of directors. 

Pabich’s sister, Suzanne Ki- 
nard, and brother, Dan Pabich, re¬ 
called growing up with the young 
activist, who had been organizing 
events since he was a small boy. 
Boxer and others referred to 
Pabich as “Dickie,” something his 
sister said they couldn’t do while 
growing up in Wisconsin. “We 
couldn’t call him ‘Dickie’ like Sen¬ 
ator Boxer did, he’d charge us a 
nickel,” Kinard said to laughter 
from the audience. 

Longtime friend Jim Rivaldo 
pointed out that Pabich moved to 
San Francisco after breaking up 
with a boyfriend. “Dick’s failed 
romance changed San Francisco 
politics,” said Rivaldo, who with 
Pabich started the first gay politi¬ 
cal consulting firm in the city. “He 
was a solid rock of confidence. He 
worked his way to the top ranks of 
political consulting and Dick was 
always a gentleman.” ▼

Not only must all GLBT 
people get out and vote ‘no’ on 
March 7, but everyone in our 
community must reach out to 
their family, friends, neighbors, 
and co-workers and ensure that 
they too get out and vote ‘no,’” 
said Mike Marshall, No on Knight 
campaign manager.

Pot ID cards go for vote 

But policy is not a cure for social ills

M edical marijuana identifi¬ 
cation cards moved one 
step closer to becoming a 
reality last Thursday, January 13, 
when the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors’ Public Health and 
Environment Committee decided 
to support the measure and send 
it to the full board with a recom¬ 
mendation for approval. 

The board is scheduled to hear 
the proposal this Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 24, and Supervisor Mark 
Leno, the legislation’s author and 
chief sponsor, said he expects the 
measure to pass. 

Speakers in favor of the idea said 
that the voluntary ID cards will help 
thousands of medical marijuana 
users avoid unnecessary police ha¬ 
rassment, and will also free up po¬ 
lice to spend their time on actual 
criminal matters. If someone is 
stopped for marijuana possession, 
for instance, simply producing a 
valid card that documents a med¬ 
ical need consistent with the voter- 
approved Proposition 215 could 
put a stop to further criminal inves¬ 
tigation under local law. 

But critics say that the cards, by 
their very nature, pose an inherent 
problem with regard to race, class, 


and lifestyle, and may very well set 
up a two-tier system whereby 
marijuana users with ID cards be¬ 
come a privileged class who are 
left alone, and those without cards 
become an increased target for po¬ 
lice and legal harassment. 

Homeless people, for instance - 
who have nowhere to smoke except 
in public - have been continually 
hounded, arrested, and put through 
the legal process, according to 
Wayne Phillips, who spoke at last 
Thursday’s hearing on behalf of “the 
common person,” a voice that had 


been absent from the discussions. 

“We believe if all people who 
are sick and dying will be honored 
by this card, then it is what we 
want,” said Phillips, who noted that 
quite often past drug charges or 
criminal records are used by law 
enforcement to judge whether a 
medical marijuana claim is “valid.” 


“Promise us that we will be re¬ 
spected with this card,” said Phillips. 

But the procedure for obtain¬ 
ing a medical marijuana ID card 
smacks of privilege itself; a pri¬ 
mary care provider must give 
documentation of the patient’s 
need in order for the Department 
of Public Health to issue a card, 
and a fee must be paid to obtain a 
card. For low-income people, 
both of these steps may involve 
much more difficulty than fulfill¬ 
ing simple prerequisites. 

“It is unconstitutional to have 


to pay for the right not to be ha¬ 
rassed,” Michael Bellefountaine of 
ACT UP/San Francisco said of the 
policy. Indeed the fee may mean 
that those who can afford to will 
be able to buy their way out of po¬ 
lice harassment, while those with¬ 
out disposable incomes will have 
to take their chances. 

Yet even more of an obstacle is 
the type and quality of healthcare 
available to people without insur¬ 
ance and/or a regular primary 
care physician. As it stands, many 
of the city’s clinics geared toward 
low-income patients are hesitant 
to discuss their medical marijua¬ 
na procedures, in part because 
some physicians dependent on 
federal money may be more fear¬ 
ful of prosecution for their role in 
providing what is still an illegal 
drug in the nation’s eyes. 

Supporters of the system say 
that the cards, once in place, will 
make it easier for these reluctant 
physicians to document a medical 
need for marijuana, because the 
cards go through the DPH. 

“I think the cards mean there 
will be more of a likelihood for 
county facilities to document a 
medical need, because DPH will 
be working with them,” said

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Berkeley City Council hears arguments 
for LGBT police liaison on Tuesday

U sing a recent Bay Area Re¬ 
porter story about the Oak¬ 
land Police Department’s 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender liaison, and picking up 
speed for his own fight, Berkeley 
City Councilman Kriss Worthing¬ 
ton brought to his city a proposal 
to establish a LGBT liaison for 
Berkeley’s police force. 

The proposal was pulled on 
Tuesday, January 18, by some 
councilmembers who thought 
that Berkeley “didn’t have a prob¬ 
lem” with its police force, but pub¬ 
lic comment to the contrary 
forced the proposal’s rescheduling; 
it will come up again before the 
council this Tuesday, January 25. 

Worthington said the extra 
week will give him time to round 
up people who have had difficul¬ 
ty addressing anti-gay crime with 
Berkeley’s police. 

“I didn’t bring a lot of people,

because I thought everybody 
would be in favor of it,” Wor¬ 
thington told the B.A.R. “So hav¬ 
ing the extra week is actually a 
good thing.” 

Worthington said he knows for 
a fact that Berkeley is not immune 


to anti-gay bias in its police force. 

“I have straight people who 
were fag-bashed calling me be¬ 
cause the police won’t do any¬ 
thing,” said Worthington. “I have 
gay people and transgenders say¬ 
ing they are harassed, that they 
have no support from within the 
department.” 

Tuesday’s city council meeting 
will include testimony from peo¬ 
ple who have had negative as well 
as positive experiences with the 
police; both sides often see the 
benefits of having an LGBT liai¬ 
son to keep things running 
smoothly. Anyone who has had 
involvement with the Berkeley 
police concerning a gay incident is 
welcome to comment; the meet¬ 
ing begins at 7 p.m. and is held at 
2134 Martin Luther King Jr. Way, 
on the second floor. ▼

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Castro shelter shelved

JH proposed facility to provide 
I temporary shelter, job 
m training, and counseling to 
up to 16 homeless gay and lesbian 
young adults is not welcome in 
the Castro, a 21-member neigh¬ 
borhood advisory group told San 
Francisco officials last Thursday, 
January 13. 

Until the city grants neighbors 
of the proposed facility at 2500 
Market Street the authority to 
shut it down through a new panel 
that would be formed to oversee 
it, the ad hoc Castro Community 
Advisory Committee voted last 
week to rescind its November 29 
recommendation to the Board of 
Supervisors, in which the neigh¬ 
bors provided a detailed outline 
of a scaled-down program for the 
site they could support. 

Disappointed that the city had 
failed to come up with a “creative 
alternative” to their proposed 
oversight board which would 
work “in partnership” with the 
city, the CAC voted to retract its

previous recommendations on a 
14-6 vote, with one abstention. 

Immediately after the CAC 
had presented its previous recom¬ 
mendations to Supervisor Mark 
Leno, who spearheaded the pro¬ 
ject, the recommendations be¬ 
came moot when Tor Hansen, the 
new owner of the former gym - 
who initially had offered his spa¬ 
cious new home to the city for 
free - reneged on a subsequent 
offer to lease the building to the 


city for a youth shelter for up to 
two years at $2 per square foot. 

Through his attorney, the re¬ 
quested rent was upped to $4 per 
square foot. 

But Hansen renewed his $2 
offer last month, and came to 
Thursday’s meeting to apologize 
for his previous changes of heart, 
saying he had not understood the 
months of hard work that his new 
neighbors had put into crafting a 
proposal that would be acceptable 
to all parties. 

“I can assure you that what has 
been called the yo-yo effect has 
ended,” Hansen told the group, 
adding that he would be willing to 
keep his two-year offer open for 
up to a year longer. V

he No on Knight campaign needs help 
now. 

The fight for gay rights is heating 
up in California with just over six weeks 
until the crucial March 7 election. Proposi¬ 
tion 22, the so-called Knight initiative, is on 
the ballot and deserves a resounding “No” 
vote. The 14-word measure, if approved, 
would limit marriage in the state to unions 
between a man and a woman. 

While the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 
transgender community is united against 
Proposition 22 and it looks likely to be de¬ 
feated in San Francisco, the real battle must 
be fought throughout California, where 
voters must be educated against this hateful 
ballot measure. 

Much has been written about the Knight 
initiative but the money to defeat it is slow¬ 
ly coming in to No on Knight’s coffers. Cur¬ 
rent financial records show the campaign 
against Proposition 22 with about $2.1 mil¬ 
lion and campaign officials have stated that 
at least $5 million is needed. Why? To air 
television commercials closer to the election 
is one reason. Statewide campaigns in Cali¬ 
fornia are tremendously expensive and the 
pro-Knight camp has raised twice as much 
money as the anti-Knight side. It’s likely 
that right-wing homophobes and the 
Catholic and Mormon churches, which are 
all heavily financing the Knight initiative, 
will soon air their own television and radio 
ads aimed at promoting divisiveness among 
California voters. 

The LGBT community needs to come 
together and raise money so that No on 
Knight can have a shot at equalizing the 
playing field by running ads soon. 

Recent polls show support for Proposi¬ 
tion 22 is slipping. Internal polling from the 
No on Knight campaign shows that 85 per¬ 
cent of Californians know someone who is 
gay or lesbian. It’s up to us to talk to those 
people, and explain why they all need to 
vote “No” on Knight. 


Think what life in California would be 
like if the anti-gay Briggs initiative had 
passed years ago. Gay teachers would have 
been banned from their profession, 
the climate of hate would un¬ 
doubtedly be stronger than it is 
today. We can’t sit by and allow 
that climate of intolerance to in¬ 
crease with the passage of Propo¬ 
sition 22. 

The repercussions to LGBT youth 
grappling with their sexual orientation 
are serious, and potentially 
life-threatening if the Knight 
initiative passes. Legislative 
gains the community just 
made last year could be wiped out, setting 
back the fight for equal rights. 

There are several fundraisers coming up 
for No on Knight - including one in San 


Francisco January 27 - that local residents 
can support and we urge you to do so. Save 
the money you were going to spend on a 
Saturday night socializing and donate it to 
No on Knight. Any amount you can 
give will help. 

If you can’t give of your money, 
give of your time, as No on Knight 
needs hundreds of volunteers to can¬ 
vass neighborhoods and phone likely 
voters to elicit their support on March 
t 7. Getting out the vote is critical if 
we are to have a chance to de¬ 
feat this ugly measure.

D isaster preparedness is a hip term used 
to alert citizens to the real need to be 
forethoughtful with regards to natural 
disasters - a week’s supply of water, canned 
food, and cash. Of course, we can only pre¬ 
pare for, not prevent, a natural disaster. 

What about a political disaster? Are we as a 
queer community prepared to see the Knight 
initiative - Proposition 22 on the March 7 bal¬ 
lot - pass?

State Senator Pete Knight, the author of 
Proposition 22, the Limit On Marriage ini¬ 
tiative, is a longtime supporter of extreme 
right-wing legislation against women, peo¬ 
ple of color, the LGBT community, and or¬ 
ganized labor. He is a man who did not 
speak to his dying gay brother and does not 
speak to his living gay son. 

Howard Ahmanson, the initiative’s sin¬ 
gle largest donor, also funded past divisive 
efforts, including Propositions 187, 209, 
226, and 227. Ahmanson believes in a liter¬ 
al translation of the Bible and that such a 
translation should be taught in public 
schools. He and his friends at the Chalcedon 
Institute believe that homosexuality is a 
capital offense. 

The Reverend Lou Sheldon and his Tra¬ 
ditional Values Coalition along with the 
Family Research Council, the Christian 
Coalition, and the leadership of the Mor¬ 
mon and Catholic churches represent the 
coalition formed to pass Proposition 22. 
Are things coming into focus? 

We are under assault and the Knight ini¬ 
tiative is the assailant. 

This is no hyperbole. The Christian 
Coalition has vowed to overturn three sim¬ 


ple and fair-minded pieces of legislation 
just signed into law by Governor Gray 
Davis. Laws that protect lesbians and gay 
men from discrimination in housing and 
employment, protect queer high school and 
college students from harassment and vio¬ 
lence on campus, and Assemblywoman Ca¬ 
role Migden’s statewide domestic partner 
registry with its hospital visitation rights 
provision are all in the firing line of the rad¬ 
ical right. There are already signatures 
being collected to place on the No¬ 
vember state ballot a measure that 
would prohibit any state legislation 
that includes the words “sexual ori¬ 
entation” or “domestic partners.” 

The Christian Coalition has en¬ 
dorsed this effort and has placed its 
700,000-member state list in the 
hands of its authors. 

If the Knight initiative 
passes are we prepared to 
mount the necessary and 
expensive campaign it would take to stop 
these forces in November 2000? 

With the slightest bit of victory, Knight, 
Ahmanson, and friends will gleefully return 
to their supporters reveling in their success 
and promising an even greater demise of all 
that we collectively hold dear. They would 
claim that the majority of Californians 
agree with their “traditional family values” 
agenda and that the radical homosexual 
agenda has finally seen its day. We, on the 
other hand, would be on the defensive, our 
organizational skills in question and fight¬ 
ing for our very lives. 

This is not a pretty picture - but it is a 
disaster that we can prevent. 

The good news is that a strong, statewide 
No on Knight effort is in place. For the past 
10 months, a broad-based coalition has 
been in the making. We have raised $2.1 
million of the $5 million estimated neces¬ 
sary to win on March 7. Just last week the 
California Labor Federation, AFL-CIO en¬ 
dorsed us saying, “Proposition 22 is a wedge 
issue that promotes hate. The labor move¬ 
ment stands for liberty and justice ... and 


opposes attempts to divide California.” 
They join a long list of business leaders, 
chambers of commerce, churches, syna¬ 
gogues, ministers, rabbis, teachers, environ¬ 
mentalists, many ethnic organizations, 
NOW, the ACLU, the League of Women 
Voters, the California Democratic Party, the 
California Republican League, People for 
the American Way, Planned Parenthood, 
chapters of the NAACP, Vice President A1 
Gore, former Senator Bill Bradley, Senators 
Dianne Feinstein and Barbara Boxer, Rep¬ 
resentatives Nancy Pelosi and Tom Camp¬ 
bell, and hundreds of other elected and 
community leaders. 

There are many ways that we 
can all ensure our victory over 
this evil. Call Esperanza Macias 
at (415) 227-1020 and let her 
know that you would like 
to volunteer with our 
field operation. We still 
need hundreds of people 
to help with phone-banking, street-tabling, 
precinct-walking, and voter outreach. Call 
Derek Jentzsch at the same phone number 
to organize a house party. We have a pow¬ 
erful video and all the printed matter you 
will need to engage your friends and neigh¬ 
bors. Call Tom Baumgartner to find out 
about our gala fundraiser on Thursday, Jan¬ 
uary 27 at the Regency Building. The 
evening will premier a screening of the doc¬ 
umentary Journey to a Hate Free Millenni¬ 
um with special guest Judy Shepard. Tickets 
start at $50. Make sure everyone you know 
is registered to vote by February 7. Write a 
check of any size and have five friends do 
the same. Check out our website at 
NoOnKnight.org and have 10 friends do the 
same. 

We have cut Knight’s lead in the polls 
from 18 points to 9 points with the unde- 
cideds moving in our direction. Proposition 
22 can be defeated - but only with your 
help. There is still so much to be done and 
only seven weeks in which to do it.

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Let’s move past mayoral election 

They often say in politics that when you’re suc¬ 
cessful at what you do, you frequently become a tar¬ 
get by those less successful wishing to supplant you. 
Due to the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian & Gay Democrat¬ 
ic Club’s long track record of accomplishments, we 
have recently been assailed by a campaign of vitriol 
and misinformation. Enough is enough. 

Last week’s B.A.R. Guest Opinion by year-and-a- 
half San Francisco resident Jerry Threet offered a sim¬ 
plistic analysis of a complex political dynamic. His 
scapegoating of our 30-year-old club - and inaccu¬ 
rate ramblings regarding a political climate he knows 
next to nothing about - were offensive. Since Threet 
maligned the integrity of our club and cast aspersions 
on our methods, we must stand up for our members 
and for Alice’s proud history. The first lesbian and gay 
Democratic club in the nation, Alice is one of the old¬ 
est and largest LGBT organizations in San Francisco. 

Threet assails our organization as assimilationist 
and claims “Toklas Club leaders support machine 
candidates against LGBT candidates who would build 
alliances with folks left out of the political process.” 
This is simply untrue. Alice’s history of supporting 
and electing gay and lesbian candidates as supervisors 
and school board members - not to mention the state 
Assembly, judgeships and countless other positions - 
is unsurpassed in the nation. Alice’s diverse spectrum 
of leadership is active in myriad LGBT community 
organizations and boards, as well as city commis¬ 
sions. 

We were portrayed as political syco¬ 
phants sucking up to “the machine” in 
hopes of making it into the “power struc¬ 
ture.” Machine politics, by definition, 
does not apply at all to the progressive, 
community power-sharing dynamic 
that has evolved in San Francisco. Po¬ 
litical machines historically exclude 
communities from power and repre¬ 
sentation. We are present at every level of political 
participation and government decision-making in the 
city. 

Last fall, Alice joined forces with Lesbians and 
Gays of African Descent for Democratic Action in 
support of Mayor Brown’s re-election. We deter¬ 
mined that our role in the runoff would be to sup¬ 
port and validate the 40 percent or so LGBT voters 
who are longtime Brown supporters. We produced a 
first-ever TV commercial featuring gay characters dis¬ 
cussing the mayor’s race, with follow-up mail and a 
website. We effectively delivered the message that it 
was appropriate to determine one’s support by ex¬ 
amining the issues facing our city and weighing 
Mayor Brown’s decades-long history of standing with 
our community. 

Alice raised the funds necessary to deliver this 
message from a number of individuals and organiza¬ 
tions that, like us, supported Mayor Brown. Threet 
claims that our finance chair, Robert Barnes, made an 
obscene amount of money accomplishing this task. 
Hogwash. Our bylaws state that no member of our 
executive board may benefit financially from any 
fundraising done on Alice’s behalf, and he did not. 

For the record, Robert Barnes has been an active 
Alice member since the 1970s. A San Francisco na¬ 
tive, he began gay community organizing in high 
school. He organized against the Briggs initiative. He 
was involved in his father’s supervisorial campaign as 
a progressive labor candidate running against Dan 
White in 1977. Discrediting his involvement in Alice 
because he is now an effective and visible political 
consultant is hypocritical. Threet should be aware 
that numerous political consultants and campaign 
workers are active in every Democratic club in the 
city. Alice has a few, the Harvey Milk Club has sever¬ 
al others, and this is the reality of the political world. 
This past election cycle, some of our endorsements 
ran counter to campaigns managed by Barnes. 

Threet then claims Alice and Barnes “stood by ... 
approvingly” as an attack was leveled on the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence. Please, we think they are fabu¬ 
lous! We wrote letters of support to the board on their 
behalf during last year’s Easter brouhaha. Once and 
for all, Alice had nothing to do with this inflammato¬ 
ry tactic. 

Threet and Company’s distortions and name-call¬ 
ing are an outrage. Supporting different candidates 
for office, or the use of differing political strategies, is 
no justification for this divisiveness. Despite Mayor 
Brown’s record of accomplishment, this campaign of 
demonization and intimidation forced many LGBT 
Brown supporters to balk at displaying a sign or wear¬ 
ing a button in the Castro for fear of being vandal¬ 
ized, cursed at or spat on by overzealous Ammiano 
supporters. Should this be the dialogue of democra¬ 
cy in our community? 

Finally, Threet states he and other queer activists 
are running for Democratic County Central Com¬ 
mittee and “hopes the Toklas Club (sic) will take this 
opportunity to support [him and] those candidates.” 
He will be glad to know that Alice endorsed a very 
progressive and diverse slate of candidates for the 
SFDCCC, including lesbians, queers of color, tenant 
advocates, neighborhood activists, and seniors. Un¬ 
fortunately, Threet didn’t return our candidate ques¬ 



tionnaire. He claims Alice membership but has yet to 
pay his dues on a membership expired in May 1999. 
Though invited, he didn’t show at our endorsement 
meeting, and obviously didn’t receive Alice’s en¬ 
dorsement. 

The mayor’s election is over. We ask everyone, in¬ 
cluding Mr. Threet, to join us - and Mayor Brown, 
with his pledge to raise $1 million - in fighting the 
Knight initiative on the March ballot. Let’s roll up our 
sleeves, we have important work to do.

I just finished reading your article on the “covert 
roundup of gay men” in San Antonio [“San Antonio 
gay center issues travel warning after learning of ar¬ 
rests,” January 6]. I used to live in Honolulu, a city 
with many public restrooms in parks that are used 
year-round by visitors and locals alike. I always found 
it to be an embarrassment to the citizenry of the city 
and the gay community the number of stories about 
and arrests that were made for indecent exposure. 

As a community, gay, straight, or any combination 
thereof, we should be trying to help police (or park 
rangers) keep people from breaking laws. Receiving 
sexual gratification in a public place is not only so¬ 
cially unacceptable behavior, it is illegal. I applaud the 
community and the park rangers attempts to help 
make San Antonio’s parks a safe place for everyone to 
enjoy. 

It is my belief that you failed to recognize the true 
atrocity that is taking place - 500 men were arrested 
for exposing themselves. That this is yet another neg¬ 
ative reflection upon, and statement regarding, the 
gay community is where your story should have been 
aimed. We have made such great strides over the past 
few decades, showing the other 90 percent that we’re 
really quite normal people. Incidents like this, to me, 
go a long way in negating all the gains that have been 
made and reinforce the negative stereotypes that 
we’re all sex-crazed animals that need to be treated as 
second-class citizens. 

Perhaps I’m just a morally conservative gay man. 
Perhaps you would say that I haven’t realized my true 
“gay self” if I don’t disapprove of the more “tradi¬ 
tional,” responsible, single-partner way of life. I’m not 
ashamed to say that I want the things that my parents 
have, insofar as a relationship is concerned, albeit 
with another man. What bothers me is that, in the 
delicate balancing act that my parents and people like 
them go through in accepting me (us), their fears of 
what I am are repeatedly reinforced by stories of hun¬ 
dreds of men sexually gratifying themselves in public. 

Being gay is to be liberated, it is true, but that does 
not mean being free to break laws or sink to the level 
of animal and be surprised when you get caught and 
punished for it. While some (most?) may want to cre¬ 
ate and revel in the gay community, we need to real¬ 
ize that most of us live in a predominantly straight 
one, and are required to abide by the laws of our com¬ 
bined community.

I read with interest and dismay an article in the 
January 13 Chronicle that the city is setting aside 
$73,000 to provide a place to sleep for 8-10 homeless 
gay youth from February 15 to June 15.

A friend of mine often says, “We 
may climb to the top on the backs of the taxpayers, 
but we don’t have to jump up and down.” This seems 
to apply here. Or should I say to the executive direc¬ 
tor of Ark of Refuge, “You don’t have to drive back 
and forth over us in your BMW.”

D espite the fact that the anti¬ 
gay Proposition 22 (Knight 
initiative) is being heavily 
funded by right-wing extremists 
like millionaire Howard Ahman- 
son, Ed Atsinger, and others 
(Ahmanson has single-handedly 
provided $310,000 of the initia¬ 
tive’s nearly $4 million war chest), 
recent statewide polls now show 
that the divisive Proposition 22, 
authored by anti-gay state Senator 
Pete Knight (R-Palmdale), can 
be defeated on March 7.

Actress Cybill 
Shepherd, a longtime supporter 
of gay rights, will also appear at 
San Francisco’s Mecca restaurant 
on February 22 to help in the 
cause. Again, ticket information 
for both the January 27 and 
February 22 events can 
be obtained by calling 
(415) 227-1020. Help is 
badly needed to offset 
the millions of dollars 
that the anti-gay 
right-wingers like Ah¬ 
manson, 

Atsinger, and 
others are 
pouring into 
this proposi¬ 
tion. Recent polls, even those 
taken by the proponents of the 
measure, show Proposition 22 
losing ground and we can defeat 
this, but we have less than two 
months and funds are desperately 
needed. Make your commitment 
now. 

Politics and people 

On the morning of the late 
Dick Pabich’s memorial last Fri¬ 
day, friends of his found the two 
bus shelter posters bearing his 
photo located at 17th and Castro 
and in front of the Harvey Milk 
Plaza defaced in an ugly manner 
with messages such as “Killed by 
AIDS drugs,” “poisoned by AIDS 
drugs,” “AIDS is over,” etc. Care to 
guess what group was responsible 
for this cowardly, chickenshit act? 
Small wonder that this group has 
little or no credibility in the AIDS, 
gay, and lesbian communities. 

Republican leaders meeting in 
San Jose last week announced a 
$10 million nationwide ad cam¬ 
paign aimed at the fast-growing - 
and mostly Democratic - Latino 
community. Republican National 
Committee chair Jim Nicholson 
says they are hoping to garner as 
much as 40 percent of the power¬ 
ful new Latino vote in the 2000 
elections, but do the Republicans 
really think that community will 
be quick to forget the party’s role 
in passing Proposition 187, a 
hateful plan the GOP is still try¬ 
ing to save? 

Republicans meeting in San 
Jose weren’t just discussing how to 
capture a share of the large Latino 
vote; GOP leaders were confront¬ 
ed by pro-choice activists, led by 
actress Dina Merrill, who want to 
remove the contentious anti-abor¬ 
tion plank from the GOP platform 
when the party holds its nominat¬ 
ing convention this July in 
Philadelphia. If the pro-choice Re¬ 
publicans feel they got the cold 
shoulder from party leaders in San 
Jose, wait until they try to make 
their case in Philly, since none of 
the remaining six GOP presiden¬ 
tial hopefuls is pro-choice. 

Bad news for George W. 
Bush, the fair-haired Texas gover¬ 
nor with the big bucks ($70 mil¬ 
lion and counting) who is about 
to be crowned the Republican 
nominee in July. A coalition of the 
nation’s leading environmental 
groups last week declared Bush to 
be the “biggest threat” to the en¬ 
vironment while saying that for¬ 
mer New Jersey Senator Bill 


Bradley, a Democratic presiden¬ 
tial candidate, had the most con¬ 
sistent pro-environment record 
while in Congress, and calling 
Vice President Al Gore, “the most 
knowledgeable presidential candi¬ 
date and the one who showed the 
most leadership on environmen¬ 
tal issues both in and outside the 
White House.” 

Bush, meanwhile, told Fox 
News again Sunday that he would 
leave the issue of gays in the mili¬ 
tary “up to my generals” on the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff 
(thanks a lot, George, 
and don’t forget to get 
Colin Powell’s ad¬ 
vice too). 

The Sacramento 
Bee’s columnist, R.E. 
Graswich, recalling a 
time when the 
members of 
the state As¬ 
sembly 

dressed appro¬ 
priately while on the floor of that 
body, lamented last week that 
three members appeared one day 
without a jacket or tie, while an¬ 
other showed up wearing an 
open-neck sweater, and said the 
sloppy appearance of the mem¬ 
bers gave “one more reason they 
miss former Speaker Willie Brown 
- an emperor who knew how to 
wear clothes.” 

Pat Buchanan, Jesse Ventu¬ 
ra, and the other Reform Party 
members are mad as hell that the 
Commission on Presidential De¬ 
bates plans to exclude their party 
from the upcoming debates be¬ 
tween the eventual GOP and De¬ 
mocratic nominees. The commis¬ 
sion recently announced that 
third party candidates must have 
an average of 15 percent in sever¬ 
al national polls to be eligible to 
participate. It was, of course, the 
representatives of the two major 
parties who led the fight to keep 
the Reformers out of the general 
election debates. 

Bay Area Democrats will pick 
their delegates to the national 
nominating convention this Sun¬ 
day, January 23 at Demo caucuses 
throughout the Bay Area. Any De¬ 
mocrat can vote, if they are a reg¬ 
istered voter in the congressional 
district. Six Gore and six Bradley 
delegates will be picked from each 
congressional district. 

One political consultant I 
know is predicting the new S.F. 
Board of Supes could have as 
many as five gay and lesbian 
members after the fall elections. 
The possibilities: Mark Leno in 
District 8, Juanita Owens in Dis¬ 
trict 5, Leslie Katz in District 6, 
Tom Ammiano in District 9, and 
Lawrence Wong in District 3. 

A number of well-known gay 
and lesbian political types are re¬ 
portedly lining up behind Assem¬ 
bly Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa in next year’s Los Ange¬ 
les mayoral race despite the can¬ 
didacy of an openly gay man, City 
Councilman Joel Wachs, in that 
contest. 

One of my favorite political 
columnists, John Jacobs of the 
Sacramento Bee revealed in a re¬ 
cent column that he is battling 
melanoma cancer and those of us 
here at the B.A.R. who know him 
wish him the very best. 

San Francisco’s legal commu¬ 
nity is still awaiting announce¬ 
ments of judicial appointments 
by Governor Gray Davis.

Leadership envy

T he traditional public obser¬ 
vance of Martin Luther 
King Jr. Day includes a re¬ 
playing of the “I Have a Dream” 
speech, followed by a reflection 
on the degree to which the 
“dream” has come to pass. And, 
no matter how the Reverend 
King is packaged for the holi¬ 
day, even at his most watered- 
down, I find myself with a little 
Leadership Envy. 

I am saddened and 
jealous that our move¬ 
ment lacks a King. 

Sure, we have lots of 
queens and assorted 
movers, newsmakers, 
and shakers, but no¬ 
body has emerged 
as the one who 
can unify our fac¬ 
tions, mobilize 
our power, clarify 
our vision, and 
terrify our political 
enemies into com¬ 


promise. 

Maybe we’re con¬ 
structing a new model - the 
non-hierarchical, poly-iconical 
movement. Maybe we are lousy 
listeners and followers. Maybe the 
life that would have rallied us all 
to righteous fervor got snatched 
away by cancer or AIDS. 

Possibly, it’s too late in history 
for heroes. Human frailty is too 
well-documented. Everyone has a 
Monica or two to hide. Perhaps 
it’s too early in our history; we 
haven’t hit that big wave yet. And 


when we do, whoever is sitting 
upon that crest will be given a 
holiday that we can call our own. 

A case can be made for Har¬ 
vey. By all accounts, he was a 
charismatic leader. He was cer¬ 
tainly an activist with wisdom 
and wit. His call for lesbians and 


men to come 
out tapped into a deep 
chord about integrity and hon¬ 
esty. His speeches are moving, as 
he really did believe that he had 
to give ’em hope. And certainly 
his assassination makes him a 
candidate for martyrdom. 

But Harvey’s scope was local, 
statewide at best. And though his 
vision may have set the stage for 
what political victories 
have followed, he is not 
seen - and to be hon¬ 
est, I don’t think he 
should be seen - as the 
icon that defines our 
movement. Maybe we 
simply haven’t moved 
far enough to merit 
such an icon. 

When gay mar¬ 
riage is a long¬ 
standing, matter- 
of-fact legal occurrence in our 
nation, the advertising campaign 
“Got Milk?” may have a better 
chance of remaining in the Amer¬ 
ican consciousness than the name 
Harvey Milk. 

Maybe I ask too much. I 
should be satisfied with those 
brave souls fighting small-scale 
battles in the social trenches. I 
should be content to celebrate the 
people who usher in change by 
arguing for child custody, by 
suing schools for their failure to 
protect gay and lesbian students 
from homophobic harassment, 
and by lobbying Congress. 


At other times, I ask: Who will 
rally us to do more than buy 
products? Is it enough to donate 
to the queer organizations and 
vote along gay-friendly lines? 

If King could persuade African 
Americans to refuse their second- 
class status, if King could remind 
white people that they had an 
obligation to refuse white privi¬ 
lege, if King could mobilize boy¬ 
cotts, if King could invite all to 
share in his dream, then why 
can’t we? 

Where is our civil dis¬ 
obedience? What is 
there to boycott? 

We have our 


queer empower¬ 
ment in place. We 
know the injustices 
and indignities that 
our people suffer. 
Who knows better 
than we do what 
straight privilege is? 

Isn’t it time to 
challenge our straight 
allies to stand in solidar¬ 
ity with us? 

Only recently has there 
been outcry from our straight al¬ 
lies in protest of the physical vio¬ 
lence done against us. Not even 
queers deserve to be murdered or 
beaten up, right? 

Because of the high-profile vi¬ 
olence committed by homopho¬ 
bic service members against other 
soldiers perceived to be gay we 
are beginning to hear straight 
politicians questioning the effec¬ 
tiveness of the “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” policy, a policy our 
gay leadership has been 
challenging since its in¬ 
ception. 

What is so discourag¬ 
ing is that the means of 
persuasion of our 
straight allies has not 
been the authority or ar¬ 
gument of our gay 
leadership. No, the 
agent of change, 
the “reasoning” it 
took for friendly straights to take 
our side, has been the violent ex¬ 
tremes of homophobia exhibited 
by those who have so clearly de¬ 
nied some queers their most basic 
right: life. 

The gay-bashers have so em¬ 
barrassed some straight people 
into acknowledging homophobia 
and some of the sanctioned dis¬ 
crimination we have been fight¬ 
ing for years. So, I guess it’s a 
starting point to find that 
straights generally do think we 
have the right to live. 

But who of our straight allies 
will give up their seat at the front 
of the marriage bus to ride in the 
domestic partners seat with us? 
Until all can marry, none should 
marry. No one is free until all are 
free. Shouldn’t our allies be boy¬ 
cotting marriage? Shouldn’t the 
clergy be siding with the op¬ 
pressed? Shouldn’t they be refus¬ 
ing to perform a single marriage 
ceremony until that same cere¬ 
mony is available to all loving and 
committed couples? 

Egad! Back to reality! We 
queers have no right to demand 
things of the oppressors. We are 
on the defensive. In fact, we 
haven’t even adopted the language 
of other civil rights movements 
which have recognized the ways in 
which systems of institutionalized 
oppression makes all who are en¬ 
joying the benefits of that system 
part and parcel of the oppression. 

Why don’t we call straight 
people our oppressors? Because 
our friends and parents and sib¬ 
lings and children and neighbors

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Who was George Cukor?

January 24, 1983 (17 years ago 
this week): Hollywood film direc¬ 
tor George Cukor dies in Los An¬ 
geles. 

H ollywood director George 
Cukor worked in a variety 
of film genres over his long 
career, but the comedy of sexual 
manners became his particular 
forte. A gay man whose homosex¬ 
uality was an open secret in Hol¬ 
lywood, Cukor’s comfort with 
both male and female sexuality 
and identity shines through many 
of his now classic comedies. 

Cukor was born in New 
York City in 1899 to mid¬ 
dle-class, Hungarian Jew¬ 
ish parents. If his family 
had gotten its way, he 
would have attended Colum¬ 
bia University and become a 
lawyer like his father 
and uncle. But Cukor, 

who had been en- _ 

tranced by New York 
theater since childhood, had 
Broadway in mind. 

At first, he wanted to be a play¬ 
wright, but he soon found he 
hated one unavoidable aspect of 
writing - working alone. Natural¬ 
ly gregarious and witty, Cukor 
discovered he was better suited to 
stage-managing and directing, 
which required give-and-take 
with actors. He got his start in 
summer stock in the early 1920s 
and within a few years had found¬ 
ed his own seasonal company in 
Rochester, New York. In regional 
theater, Cukor gained a reputa¬ 
tion as a director whom actors 
could trust because he both lis¬ 
tened to them and modestly re¬ 
fused to take credit when their 
performances excelled. “He had 
great pride,” one colleague re¬ 
called, “but no vanity.... He gave 
[actors] the star treatment.” 

Cukor moved on to Broadway, 
where his productions were only 
moderate successes. Still, he was 
in demand because of his talent 
for working with actresses, whose 
roles he seemed to understand 
and empathize with better than 
straight male directors did. “He 
did seem more in touch with 
women’s emotions,” Helen Hayes 
recalled. Many of the most 
revered (and often temperamen¬ 
tal) stage actresses of that time - 
Ethel Barrymore, Laurette Taylor, 
Dorothy Gish - wanted him as 
their director. 

The appellation “woman’s di¬ 
rector” (a slight, given the sexism 
in the entertainment industry) 
followed Cukor when he went to 
Hollywood in 1929, and over the 
years he made his mark with a 
number of so-called “women’s 
films.” Besides his affinity with ac¬ 
tresses, he also preferred female 



screenwriters and relied on some 
of the best - Zoe Akins, Anita 
Loos, Ruth Gordon. Though not 
particularly political or feminist, 
Cukor was sensitive to women’s 
issues. During his early film ca¬ 
reer, he often sent scripts to Stella 
Bloch, an old friend from New 
York, asking her to review them 
for scenes that might be demean¬ 
ing to women. 

Cukor fell into comedy by ac¬ 
cident, but it proved his strong 
suit. He once quipped that the 
studio moguls “used to judge your 
talent by your personality. If you 
walked into the front office with a 
long face, they gave you straight 
drama; if you cracked jokes, 
they gave you comedy. I 
cracked jokes.” 

His first few films were 
unremarkable. But in 
1932, he garnered kudos 
for A Bill of Divorcement, 
starring 24-year-old 
Katharine Hepburn 
in her first screen 

_ role. That movie 

launched a lifelong 
friendship with Hepburn, who 
went on to star in nine of his films, 
including some of his (and her) 
best: Holiday, The Philadelphia 
Story, and two Tracy-Hepburn ve¬ 
hicles, Adam's Rib and Pat and 
Mike. Whenever Hepburn worked 
in Los Angeles, she stayed in a cot¬ 
tage on the grounds of Cukor’s 
Hollywood estate. (Spencer Tracy 
stayed in a second cottage, to be 
discreetly close to her.) 

Another collaboration with 
Hepburn was Sylvia Scarlett, a 
gender-bending comedy costar¬ 
ring Cary Grant. Sylvia Scarlett 
was Cukor’s most personally re¬ 
vealing film, “brave as well as fool¬ 
ish,” as he later phrased it. The 
lead character is an embezzler’s 
daughter, who cross-dresses to es¬ 
cape a run-in with authorities. 
The plot directly challenged tradi¬ 
tional male-female roles and 
boldly winked at homosexuality. 
These daring features (which 
caused the film to be condemned 
by the Catholic-run group the Le¬ 
gion of Decency) made Sylvia 
Scarlett RKO’s biggest box office 
failure of 1935. 

Cukor was David O. Selznick’s 
original choice to direct Gone 
With the Wind. But after only a 
few weeks on the job, there were 
conflicts with Clark Gable, who 
hated Cukor’s fey manner, espe¬ 
cially the way he called cast mem¬ 
bers “darling.” One day during 
filming, Gable stormed off the set, 
shouting, “I won’t be directed by 
a fairy! I have to work with a real 
manl" The star didn’t report to 
work the following day, and 
shortly thereafter Cukor was re¬ 
placed by Victor Fleming, a pal of 
Gable’s. 

Although the general public 
was unaware of Cukor’s sexual

and cousins and bosses and ... 
are straight. Yet, our nation has 
accepted the Defense of Marriage 
Act with hardly a murmur of ob¬ 
jection. Thirty states have anti- 
same-sex marriage laws. It’s like¬ 
ly that, in March of this year, Cal¬ 
ifornia will become number 31. 

Where is our civil disobedi¬ 
ence? What do we dare ask of our 
straight allies? How shall we chal¬ 
lenge their tacit acceptance of 
their own straight privileges? 
Who will call for a marriage boy¬ 
cott? 

After all, marriage is a person- 


orientation, his homosexuality 
was well-known in the industry. 
For years, he hosted soirees at his 
Hollywood villa, which had been 
decorated by gay actor William 
Haines. At these lavish affairs, the 
queer elite could see and be seen. 
Cukor’s Sunday afternoon parties 
competed with the all-male fetes 
of Cole Porter, and the two were 
sometimes called “the rival 
queens of Hollywood.” 

Cukor’s career spanned five 
decades, but he won only one 
Academy Award, for directing My 
Fair Lady (1964). When he made 
his last film, Rich and Famous 
(1981), he was 81, the oldest di¬ 
rector still working in Hollywood. 
He died two years later. Many of 
his films have become queer cult 
favorites: Camille (1937), with its 
exquisitely painful death scene; 
The Women (1939), with a campy 
“bitchiness” reminiscent of drag 
culture; and the musical remake 
of A Star is Born (1954), a come¬ 
back vehicle for gay icon Judy 
Garland. ▼

Major ACRC shift 
from trials to treatment

I hile HIV treatment has 
been the predominant 
activity during its 10 
years of drug trials, the AIDS 
Community Research Consor¬ 
tium in Redwood City has shift¬ 
ed from trying out various med¬ 
ications for their effectiveness 
against the virus, to treatment 
with specific drugs, Executive 
Director Michael Edell revealed 
this week. 

One of the main reasons for 
the change is the fact that he¬ 
patitis C has loomed as at least 
as threatening a virus, he ex¬ 
plained. Even more damaging is 
the fact that HIV and hepatitis C 
constitute co-infection in many 
cases. 

Edell said that a major neces¬ 
sity is the need to start an edu¬ 
cation campaign that will guide 
patients. Beyond the drug regi¬ 
men is the demand to educate 
patients to develop more health¬ 
ful living routines. Learning to 
defeat HIV and hepatitis C often 
means teaching each other. 
Equally important is serving 
people of color and low-income 
patients so that they can over¬ 
come limitations and be helped 
beyond the traditional doctor- 
patient relationship. 

Whereas before, the majority 
of patients were men, the gender 
parity among patients has begun 
to even out, Edell said, with even 
single mothers getting -better 


treatment. 

As ACRC’s shift has provided 
more instruction in healthful 
living, classes are being set up on 
the “living now” model, with 
regularly established class times. 
They are under the sponsorship 
of the San Mateo County AIDS 
program. The new program has 
drawn the admiration of the 
Santa Clara County program, 
which seeks to follow the model. 

When it appeared that ACRC 
might fail financially, Peninsula 
health authorities and commu¬ 
nity leaders became alarmed and 
moved swiftly to get $50,000 in 
financial assistance for the 
agency. The first major money 
came last fall, and more recently, 
$40,000 in financial aid was se¬ 
cured for developing the treat¬ 
ment and education models. 
The Peninsula Community 
Foundation played a key role in 
fundraising efforts, Edell said. 

When questioned on the ab¬ 
sence of a vaccination definition 
and the lack of a vaccination 
program, Edell cautioned that 
first, universities, with their mil- 
lion-dollar laboratories are bet¬ 
ter prepared to do such work, 
and second, that AIDS is far 
from being a managed disease 
and remains a threatening virus. 

Nevertheless, ACRC’s drug 
trials will continue on a more 
limited basis. ▼

LGBT Demos called to caucus

W hen Democrats hold their 
national convention in 
Los Angeles this summer, 
the suspense of selecting a presi¬ 
dential candidate to represent the 
party in November is likely to be 
long over. 

But lesbian, gay, bisexual, and 


transgender party activists want 
to make sure their communities 
are represented when the dramat¬ 
ic roll is called this August, and 
also when Democrats sit down to 
craft the party’s platform for the 
presidential election of 2000. 

In each of California’s 52 con¬ 
gressional districts this Sunday, 
January 23 at 2 p.m., separate cau¬ 
cuses will be held for Democratic 


supporters of Vice President A1 
Gore and former U.S. Senator Bill 
Bradley. 

“Anybody can go to these 
things, and where else can 100 
people go and make such a big 
difference?” asked Vicky Ko- 
lakowski, who is running as an 
openly lesbian delegate at the 
Berkeley caucus for Bradley. 

“I’m kind of jazzed about 


Bradley,” added Kolakowski, an 
occasional contributor to the Bay 
Area Reporter. “He’s really been 
out there and cool on our issues.” 

“Gore and Bradley have both 
been trying to out-gay each 
other,” said San Francisco politi¬ 
cal consultant Robert Barnes, who 
is circulating a slate of gay and les¬ 
bian delegate candidates for the

T he number of new AIDS 
cases in gay men of color has 
surpassed that of white gays 
for the first time in the history of 
the epidemic. While people of 
color constitute nearly a quarter 
of the American population, they 
totaled 52 percent of new AIDS 
diagnoses in men having sex with 
men in 1998, the last year for 
which complete data is available. 
MSM is the likely mode of trans¬ 
mission in 60 percent of all AIDS 
cases in men. 

The data was released by the 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention at a January 13 news 
conference and is published in the 
January 14 issue of Morbidity and 
Mortality Weekly Report. 

“We still think of the gay epi¬ 
demic as being a totally white one 
and may not realize the significant 
role that gay and bisexual activity 
is playing in the spread of HIV to 
minority communities,” said Dr. 
Helene Gayle. She is director of 
the CDC’s National Center for 
HIV, STD and TB Prevention. 

“The tendency to equate gay 
with white has persisted despite 
the fact that gay and bisexual men 
have always represented the great¬ 
est proportion of AIDS cases 
among minority men.” Latinos 
are two times as likely and African 
Americans are five times as likely 



to be infected with HIV as are 
their white counterparts. 

“We have been talking about 
this consistently for more than a 
decade,” said Gayle. “You can talk 
but if people aren’t receptive to 
the message, it doesn’t get picked 
up. There is a lot of denial around 
HIV and homosexuality in mi¬ 
nority communities.” 

Cities with populations over 
500,000 are home to 85 percent of 
minority MSM AIDS cases. Lead¬ 
ing the list are New York, Los An¬ 
geles, Miami, Washington, D.C., 
and Chicago. Black and Hispanic 
MSM are being infected at 
younger ages than white men. 

“Combined, these data point 


to the urgent need to reach 
African American and Latino 
men who have sex with men with 
HIV prevention, and to reach 
them early,” Gayle concluded. 

Stigma and identity 

The social stigma of homosex¬ 
uality “has helped fuel the spread” 
of HIV within minority commu¬ 
nities, said Gayle. While stigma is 
present across all cultures, “It may 
even be greater in African Ameri¬ 
can and Latino communities.” 

She pointed to CDC survey re¬ 
search of HIV-positive MSM ages 
13-24:1 in 4 blacks and 1 in 6 His- 
panics identify as heterosexual. 
That compares with 1 in 17 
among whites. 

“It is safe to say that fear con¬ 
tinues to drive far too many 
young black and Latino men with 
AIDS to die alone rather than face 
the risk of being shunned by fam¬ 
ily and friends,” she said. “Fear 
continues to drive families to 
silently hope that their son is a 
drug addict when they find out 
that he has AIDS, as opposed to 
being homosexual. 

“The silence of homophobia 
in communities of color remains 
a major obstacle,” according to 
Gayle. She called discussion of 
homophobia “absolutely critical if 
we are going to reduce the dispro¬ 
portionate impact of HIV.” Un¬ 
confirmed sources say that Gayle 
drafted a powerful editorial col¬ 
umn on the subject but officials in 
the CDC’s parent Department of 
Health and Human Services de¬ 
clined to let her try to place it in a 
leading newspaper. 

“This is one of the issues she 
[Gayle] has been passionate about 
in private,” said Terje Anderson, 
policy director of the National As¬ 
sociation of People with AIDS 
and a member of the Presidential 



Advisory Council on HIV/AIDS. 
He believes that “the release of 
these statistics has given her an 
opportunity to finally be able to 
put them out with complete, offi¬ 
cial sanction.” 

Others have suggested that it is 
not uncommon for people to find 
courage in the final year of an ad¬ 
ministration, when they start to 
think of “their legacy” and how 
history will record their tenure. 

These statistics “show what 
happens at the junction of race 
and sexual orientation bias,” said 
Phill Wilson, director of the 
African American AIDS Policy 8c 
Training Institute at the Universi¬ 
ty of Southern California. 

Wilson said that the trend was 
obvious for a long time, but “it 
did not have to happen.” He called 
it “the fruit of the ‘no promo 
homo’ [federal legislative] initia¬ 
tives of the 1980s,” which inhibit¬ 
ed discussion of homosexuality in 
federally funded prevention activ¬ 
ities. He lay blame for these infec¬ 
tions squarely at the feet of the re¬ 
ligious right that pushed for the 
legislation. 

He rejected the notion that 
minority communities are more 
homophobic but he does believe, 
“When that bias happens, it can 
impact us in more dramatic ways 
because often we depend on the 
sanctuary of our racial communi¬ 
ty.” He urged prevention pro¬ 
grams that “embrace the human¬ 
ity of all of us.” 

Latino issues 

“Homophobia and racism 
have a particularly virulent ex¬ 
pression in the Latino communi¬ 
ty,” said Dr. Rafael Campo, an in¬ 
structor at Harvard Medical 
School. He ascribed part of the 
blame to the negative influence of 
the Catholic Church, whose poli¬ 
cies on condoms, sex, and sexual 
orientation have inhibited effec¬ 
tive prevention activities. He be¬ 
lieves that church teaching “puts 
them at higher risk” for AIDS. 

“Fear and self-loathing” ham¬ 
pers prevention efforts and leads 
to infection of “unknowing wives 
and girlfriends.” He called statis¬ 
tics on Hispanic infections “a har¬ 
binger of worse news to come un¬ 
less we act now” because Latinos 
are the youngest and fastest grow¬ 
ing segment of the American pop¬ 
ulation. 

Campo lamented the fact that 
well-known Latino leaders have 
refused to step forward and speak 
up on HIV issues.

Boy Scouts versus gays 

Supreme Court to hear case

T he epic struggle between 
gays and the Boy Scouts of 
America is headed for the 
U.S. Supreme Court. Last Friday, 
January 14, in a terse listing of 
cases, the court accepted the ap¬ 
peal of Boy Scouts of America v. 
Dale for oral arguments in April 
and a likely ruling before it ad¬ 
journs at the end of June. 

The man at the center of the 
controversy is James Dale, now 
29. He had been a scout from the 
age of 8, advancing with an exem¬ 
plary record to the pinnacle of 
Eagle Scout and serving as an as¬ 
sistant troop leader as an adult. In 
1990 a local newspaper published 
a picture identifying Dale as a 
leader of the Rutgers University 
Lesbian/Gay Alliance. The Scouts 
drummed him out of the organi¬ 
zation, saying that homosexuals 
were not “morally straight.” 

Last August the New Jersey 
Supreme Court ruled that the 
Scouts may not bar gays from 
membership in that organization. 
In a powerful 7-0 decision Chief 
Justice Deborah T. Portiz wrote, 
“It is clear that Boy Scouts does 
not limit its membership to indi¬ 
viduals who belong to a particu¬ 
lar religion or subscribe to a spe¬ 
cific set of moral beliefs. 

“Boy Scout members do not 
associate for the purpose of dis¬ 
seminating the belief that homo¬ 
sexuality is immoral,” it includes 
“sponsors and members who sub¬ 
scribe to different views in respect 
of homosexuality. 

“Dale’s expulsion constituted 
discrimination based solely on his 
status as an openly gay man,” Por¬ 
tiz concluded. “The sad truth is 
that excluded groups and individ¬ 
uals have been prevented from 


full participation in the social, 
economic, and political life of this 
country. The human price of this 
bigotry has been enormous. At a 
most fundamental level, adher¬ 
ence to the principle of equality 
demands that our legal system 
protect the victim of invidious 
discrimination.” 

A key legal argument centered 
on whether the Scouts are a pri¬ 
vate association, that may dis¬ 
criminate in terms of its member¬ 
ship, or a public accommodation 
that may not. The New Jersey 
court found overwhelming evi¬ 
dence for the latter. 

The BSA has long maintained 
its right to discriminate as a pri¬ 
vate association. By contrast, the 
Girl Scouts of America have made 
no such claims. Several years ago 
when these legal issues arose, the 
Girl Scouts issued a statement 
welcoming all females, including 
lesbians, to fully participate in ac¬ 
tivities. 

Reactions 

“We are confident that, once 
the justices examine the facts, they 
will agree with the unanimous 
New Jersey Supreme Court that 
Boy Scouts do not come together 
to promote bigotry and anti-gay 
bias,” said Evan Wolfson in a Jan¬ 
uary 14 telephone news confer¬ 
ence. He is an attorney with the 
Lambda Legal Defense and Edu¬ 
cation Fund, which represented 
Dale in New Jersey and will con¬ 
tinue to do so before the Supreme 
Court. 

“The court now has a chance 
to hear that scouting is about 
honesty, community service, self- 
reliance, and respect for others - 
not discrimination,” he said. 

In conversations last August, 
immediately after the New Jersey 
decision was released, Wolfson 


and Matthew Coles, director of 
the National Lesbian and Gay 
Rights Project at the American 
Civil Liberties Union, both mini¬ 
mized the chance of success for an 
appeal. They noted that the New 
Jersey court is highly regarded 
and often cited by other state 
courts in reaching their decisions. 

Coles pointed out that the U.S. 
Supreme Court rejected a similar 
argument made by the U.S. 
Jaycees to exclude women. “That 
was 15 years ago, and the court 
ruled unanimously. I doubt they 
would revisit the issue now.” 

Wolfson said that the New Jer¬ 
sey decision “very closely and 
solidly followed recent and re¬ 
peated rulings by the U.S. 
Supreme Court laying out the 
framework for dealing with these 
kinds of cases.” 

The American Center for Law 
and Justice, founded by televange¬ 
list Pat Robertson, had filed a brief 
with the court in support of the 
Boy Scouts. Chief counsel Jay 
Sekulow said, “The decision by 
the court to hear this critical case 
represents the Boy Scouts’ last and 
best chance to defend its time 
honored traditions and define its 
leadership criteria - something it 
should be permitted to do under 
the First Amendment.” 

But regardless of what the 
Supreme Court ultimately de¬ 
cides, public pressure may well 
force the Scouts to end its dis¬ 
criminatory policy. Local govern¬ 
ment agencies are dropping their 
sponsorship of troops, nonprofit 
fundraising agencies such as local 
United Way campaigns are mov¬ 
ing in the same direction, and 
business leaders are voicing the 
need for change in this policy.

benefits offered to employees’ 
married spouses, he also seemed 
to open the door for the law’s re¬ 
view. 

Channel 2 interviewer Ross 
McGowan asked the supervisor 
whether “there’s a clause in the 
regulations - and you feel very 
comfortable with this - that can be 
reviewed and possibly changed?” 

“As a last resort, certainly that’s 
something that we need to ex¬ 
plore,” replied Yaki, clarifying that 
first the SFPD should look for 
other companies that may have 
become compliant since passage 
of the ordinance in 1996. He also 
pointed out that the city can al¬ 
ready grant waivers to contractors 
who are not yet in compliance 
with the law. 

Yaki’s remarks, though he later 
said they were misunderstood, 
caused an immediate outcry 
among gay community activists 
and politicians. 

“I think even the idea of open¬ 
ing it up is wrong. This is civil 
rights legislation that has been 
held up in federal court,” said 
Sheehy. “You don’t open up peo¬ 
ple’s civil rights for review.” 

“What was most upsetting to 
me,” said Supervisor Mark Leno, 
“was to hear a teaser on the news 
that two police officers had died 
as a result of the domestic part¬ 
ners ordinance.” 

Later Tuesday morning, Yaki 
told the Bay Area Reporter that he 
had been informed by the Ed Lee, 


director of the city’s purchasing 
office, that Arrow Falcon was the 
only helicopter maintenance 
company that offered domestic 
partner benefits. 

At press time, Lee did not re¬ 
turn a call seeking comment. 

But Cynthia Goldstein, manag¬ 
er of the equal benefits program at 
the San Francisco Human Rights 
Commission, said that the SFPD 
had used Arrow Falcon to main¬ 
tain the 28-year-old helicopter 
since it was donated to the city by 
the U.S. Defense Department in 
early 1997, shortly before the equal 
benefits ordinance took effect in 
June of that year. Goldstein told 
the B.A.R. that the police depart¬ 
ment had requested a “sole source” 
exemption from the equal benefits 
ordinance from the HRC on June 
30, 1999 - claiming that Arrow 
Falcon was the only company in 
the area that could do the work. 

The waiver request was later 
dropped, as the company came 
into compliance with the ordi¬ 
nance on August 13 - after a little 
nudging from the HRC, according 
to Goldstein. 

When informed that the equal 
benefits ordinance apparently had 
nothing to do with SFPD’s con¬ 
tract with Arrow Falcon, or the 
crash itself, Yaki said, “It’s amaz¬ 
ing what you come up with when 
you do some digging around.” 

Yaki then angrily claimed that 
it was not Lee, but actually “three 
different news sources” that had 
informed him that the city’s pur¬ 
chasing office and the SFPD were 
unable to locate an area contrac¬ 
tor that offered domestic partners 


benefits, and further suggested 
that the story may have been 
planted by the SFPD “to possibly 
scapegoat what is an extremely 
good policy.” 

The police department, at 
press time, had not returned a call 
seeking comment. 

“I’m appalled,” Yaki said, after 
speaking with Goldstein, adding 
that he would be asking for a sur¬ 
vey of helicopter maintenance 
companies in the area to see if 
others could service the police 
copters, and whether they are in 
compliance with the domestic 
partners benefits ordinance. 

“This is something that will be 
rectified,” Yaki declared. “And I’m 
very sorry that some games are 
being played with this.” 

The supervisor also offered a 
mea culpa for drawing a connec¬ 
tion between the crash and the 
ordinance. 

“I’m going to stand up at a 
board meeting later today and apol¬ 
ogize for that remark,” Yaki said. 

But, told that his fellow super¬ 
visor now understood that the 
police officers, in fact, had not 
been forced to fly to Porterville for 
maintenance because of the ordi¬ 
nance he authored, Ammiano still 
sounded angry. 

“What if none of that was 
true?” Ammiano asked. “Would 
that mean that domestic partners 
caused the crash? 

“What an asshole,” he added. 

The actual cause of the heli¬ 
copter’s fatal crash is under inves¬ 
tigation by the Federal Aviation 
Administration and the National 
Transportation Safety Board. T 
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UCSF opens lesbian 
health research center

M aybe some day we’ll learn 
how women give each 
other HIV, or if lesbians 
are really at a greater risk for breast 
cancer. Until the medical establish¬ 
ment deems these causes worthy, 
however, not a lot of energy will go 
into to go into finding these an¬ 
swers. Jump starting this effort is 
the University of California at San 
Francisco, which last week an¬ 
nounced the formation of a new 
lesbian health research center, one 
of the first places of its kind. 

As it stands, little is known about 
the health needs and experiences of 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
women, because of a lack of re¬ 
search. This lack of research is most 
likely affecting the healthcare ser¬ 
vices these women receive, as noted 
by the Institute of Medicines 1999 
report that lesbians are a medically 
underserved population. 

UCSF’s Center for Lesbian 
Health Research will work to 
identify the health needs of queer 
women and determine how they 
are different from the needs of 
heterosexual women. The clinic 
will then go a step further, ac¬ 
cording to its interim co-director 
Dr. Patricia Robertson, and exam¬ 
ine the varying needs and health 
issues from within the lesbian 
community itself. 

“Right now we have no idea 
about the long term affects of 
hormone doses among women, 
or about the accuracy of reports 
that generalize the ‘lesbian’ iden¬ 


tity as sleeping only with other 
women,” said Robertson. “That’s 
because we’re still just learning 
about which issues affect which 
sub-population. The clinic will 
offer a broad scope, an opportu¬ 
nity to determine just what those 
various issues are.” 

The center will also coordinate 
and compile the little amount of 
research that is already available 
to create an information bank 
available to individuals, re¬ 
searchers, and health care 
providers. The hope is that the in¬ 


formation will educate people on 
all sides, and eventually result in 
more queer women seeking and 
getting appropriate healthcare. 

“These women are less likely to 
get pap smears. Some physicians 
still say that you don’t need to 
have a pap smear unless you are 
with a man. We know that is not 
true,” said Dr. Suzanne Dibble, the 
center’s other interim co-director. 
Dibble also said that lesbians, bi¬ 
sexual, and especially biological 
women who now live as men, 


often do not get regular breast 
exams. Simply put, she said, these 
communities currently “lack ade¬ 
quate healthcare and the design of 
appropriate interventions.” Re¬ 
search should help to change that. 

UCSF will initiate and support 
several research projects geared 
toward lesbians, bisexuals, FTMs 
and MTFs, and is currently re¬ 
cruiting these populations for up¬ 
coming studies. Studies are deter¬ 
mined by the grants received, ac¬ 
cording to Robertson, who envi¬ 
sions a place where researchers 


from around the world will come 
to apply for grants and perform 
the study of their choice. 

First, however, the clinic needs to 
ensure its funding. Only $4,000 in 
donations have come in; grant 
money for particular projects will 
have to fuel the clinic’s continuing 
existence. Robertson said she is con¬ 
fident that the clinic will secure the 
funds necessary to get off the ground. 

“For a field in its infancy,” said 
Robertson, “We’re now on the 
cutting edge.” ▼

ponents during the last three 
month reporting period, which 
ended December 31, the cam¬ 
paign in favor of Proposition 22 
still holds a better than two to one 
fundraising advantage - about 
$4.9 million compared to $2.1 
million. 

Still, the No on Knight cam¬ 
paign says they have an “excellent” 
chance of victory on March 7. 

“Our fundraising is up. And 
support for the initiative is down, 
according to the latest Field Poll,” 
noted Conaty, who believes one- 
on-one persuasion will ultimate¬ 
ly win the day. “Eighty percent of 
voters know someone who is gay 
or lesbian. If every lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender person 
talks to their family and friends, 
neighbors and co-workers, and 
explains why the Knight initiative 
is anti-gay and homophobic, we 
can defeat this.” 

Failing this goal, predicated on 
the number of people who - like 
Judy Shepard - are willing to go out 
on a limb with people they know, 
the campaign to defeat the Knight 


initiative will also need money. 

Big money for big media buys, 
to counter the millions donated to 
the other side by Christian funda¬ 
mentalists and the Catholic and 
Mormon churches. 

Although campaign officials 
had previously said they hoped to 
raise $500,000 at the “Hate Free 
Millennium” event - a target that 
event co-host Mayor Willie Brown 
had upped to $1 million when he 
announced the benefit at City 
Hall last December 6 - apparent¬ 
ly both of those goals have since 
been revised. 

No on Knight campaign man¬ 
ager Mike Marshall told the Bay 
Area Reporter that the goal for the 
benefit is now $250,000, with a 
target attendance of “about 300.” 
Marshall said that “a big group of 
people,” including mayoral allies 
and consultants, “are working on 
making this a really successful 
event.” Over 5,000 invitations have 
been sent out, and a phone bank 
has been at work, targeting people 
who have previously donated $250 
or more to the campaign. 

Tickets for the 8 p.m. screening 
are $50 to $100, which includes a 
reception with dessert following 
the screening. VIP tickets, which 


include a cocktail buffet and pre¬ 
ferred film seating, are $500 to 
$1,000, or $5,000 to $10,000 for a 
table of 10. 

In addition to the murder of 
the diminutive Matthew Shepard, 
who died after he was found se¬ 
verely beaten and tied to a fence 
post in a Wyoming prairie, the 
motives behind the slaying of 
James Byrd Jr., who was dismem¬ 
bered as three white men dragged 
him behind their truck along a 
Texan country road, and the 
seemingly random Columbine 
High School shootings in Col¬ 
orado, are also examined in the 
Journey to a Hate Free Millennium 
documentary. 

“If we want to stop hate 
crimes, we must stop these hate 
initiatives,” said Mrs. Shepard. T

tion to the process itself was 
enough to warrant a “no” vote on 
the proposal. At Tuesday’s meet¬ 
ing, Yee said that because some 
questions about potential loiter¬ 
ing and the availability of coun¬ 
seling still had not been ad¬ 
dressed, the project should not 
move forward. 

“There are not enough details 
to help me,” he said, “so that I can 
help other individuals understand 
how this is going to work.” 

However, Yee also noted that if 
the issues had indeed already been 
addressed as he requested, then 
that would “further the suspicion 
that this is a done deal.” 

Brown agreed, adding that as 
long as the city spends money on 
homeless programs that do not 
fulfill the needs of all populations, 
it wasn’t fair to earmark money 
for one of those populations. 

“I’m for fairness across the 
board,” said Brown. “And I cannot 
approve this and then look my 
brothers in the face.” He called for 
a review of the entire homeless 
shelter system that tracked how 
the city’s money was being spent. 

More on topic, Supervisor 
Leslie Katz countered those com¬ 
ments by highlighting the “critical 
need” for the shelter. 

“It is an imperfect solution,” 
said Katz, “but it is one that can 
bring tremendous success rates.” 

Katz and other supporters of 
the project noted that getting 
queer youth into the shelter pro¬ 
gram was a good place to start in 
addressing the homeless youth 


situation. While the 10-bed win¬ 
ter space may not be the compre¬ 
hensive program necessary, it will 
at least reach some kids who oth¬ 
erwise would not seek help. 

“We’ve learned that not only is 
there a sizable amount of queer 
homeless youth in this city, but 
also that these youth often do not 
feel comfortable accessing many 
of the city’s shelters,” said board 
President Tom Ammiano. “I urge 
my fellow supervisors to support 
this so we can open the shelter in 
time to make a difference.” 

In the end, the shelter received 
overwhelming support, even from 
those who disliked the way it was 
presented to the neighborhood. 

“I will let it go this time,” said 
Supervisor Mabel Teng, “But in 
the future, we have to solicit and 
welcome community involve¬ 
ment.” 

And, at the request of Supervi¬ 
sor Barbara Kaufman, the city’s 
funding went from $73,000 to 
$54,000, based on the fact that the 
shelter would now run for three 
months instead of the originally 
proposed four months. 

Regardless of the flawed 
process and minor glitches, most 
supervisors said that 10 beds in a 
structured shelter was a hard pro¬ 
posal to disagree with. 

Both Ammiano and Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno - who lives in Noe 
Valley - volunteered their time to 
help with the shelter, and said that 
they would be a presence there. 

“I will be there more nights 
than not,” Leno told the board, “in 
order to establish a relationship 
with the kids and. make sure the 
program is working for both the 
kids and the neighborhood.” ▼

some employees, which Spanjian 
said is already starting to happen. 
“I think the Muni culture has im¬ 
proved. Michael Burns is very 
committed to creating change in 
a way that’s inclusive to every¬ 
body. He’s involving everybody 
and listening and I think people 
respect that.” 

For his part, Burns said he re¬ 
cruited Spanjian to come work for 
Muni after realizing he needed 
someone who understood trans¬ 
portation policy issues. “For 15 
years Muni has been day-to-day 
with no long term planning. I 
needed people to help with that 
aspect and the legislative process 
and she has a good background. 
She’s allowed me to get out more 
and meet with employees.” 

Overall, Burns sees a brighter 
picture for the troubled transit 
system. “It’s one step at a time. 
New equipment is coming on line 
and over the next two and a half 
years, two-thirds of the fleet will 
be new,” he said. 

Muni drivers have a tough job, 
Spanjian said. “It’s hard to be a 
driver. If one train is late you hear 
it from 40 people. It is very chal¬ 
lenging.” 

Added Spanjian, “The biggest 
positive thing for Muni lately is 
that reliability has greatly im¬ 
proved.” ▼

penly lesbian Laura Spanjian 
j has traded the rough and 
tumble world of being a su¬ 
pervisor’s aide to the even more 
chaotic world of San Francisco’s 
municipal railway system, and so 
far, she’s holding her own as the 
only queer in Muni’s top admin¬ 
istration.

leve Jones, founder of the 
AIDS Memorial Quilt, re¬ 
cently traveled to South 
Africa to see for himself how the 
promising new nation was dealing 
with AIDS. Jones came back to the 
U.S. amazed, saddened, and angry 
about what he saw in that country. 

“It was both appalling and in¬ 
spiring. AIDS in South Africa is 
devastating, there are not words 
to describe the horror,” Jones said 
in a recent interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter. Jones and others 
brought the AIDS Memorial Quilt 
to Cape Town, South Africa, at the 
invitation of the Parliament of 
World Religions conference held 
there in early December. Portions 
of the AIDS quilt were spread 
throughout the countryside in 
local townships. 

While the South Africans 
were genuinely gratified to 
see the quilt and meet 
with foreign AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, Jones said that 
they had little or no idea 
that people in the U.S. and 
Europe were concerned 
with their plight. “The vast 
majority were com¬ 
pletely unaware of 
support for them in 
the U.S. or the rest of 
the world,” Jones mentioned. 

Jones traveled throughout the 
country visiting various small 
towns and meeting with local 
AIDS activists. What he saw seems 
to have changed his perspective 
and future goals as an activist. 
“What people in South Africa face 
now [with AIDS] makes what we 
went though 10 years ago seem 
like a Sunday picnic,” said an in¬ 
credulous Jones. 

According to Jones the average 
HIV-positive person only survives 
for about five years following in¬ 
fection. “It’s even less for the chil¬ 
dren.” Most patients die from tu¬ 
berculosis and never even live to 
experience the usual opportunis¬ 
tic infections faced by most West¬ 
ern AIDS patients. HIV compli¬ 
cated by TB is so rampant in 
South Africa that it has shortened 
the average life span to some 45 
years or less. Unlike Western coun¬ 
tries, there is little medicine avail¬ 
able to treat TB, and even when 
there is, there is no money to 
monitor and follow patients to be 
sure they take their drugs. Crowd¬ 
ed living conditions and unspeak-

able poverty form a perfect breed¬ 
ing ground for a different and 
much more deadly version of 
AIDS. Jones said that teenagers are 
infected at a much higher rate. “In 
some places it’s almost 50 percent 
of the teen population,” he 
said. 

Though the gay 
community has been 
affected, most cases of 
HIV infection take 
place among poor 
black women and their 
children. AIDS on 
the African continent 
in general is now 
seen as the biggest 
impediment to development in 
that part of the world. Luc Mon- 
tagnier, a French AIDS researcher, 
recently estimated that by the year 
2020, one-third of the entire pop¬ 
ulation of Botswana, Mozam¬ 
bique, South Africa, and Zimbab¬ 
we will likely die from AIDS. 
Montagnier and others believe 
that the epidemic is spreading 
faster in the southern half of 
Africa. Jones said that AIDS is now 
the biggest single threat to South 
Africa’s dream of a democracy, a 
dream that includes gay people. 

While every family seemed to 
be aware of the huge problem of 
AIDS in South Africa, Jones ob¬ 
served that there were few indi¬ 
viduals willing to force the gov¬ 
ernment to face the problem pub¬ 
licly. “The stigma of the disease is 
so powerful that few will speak 
out,” he said. 

A January 11 article by the As¬ 
sociated Press’ Craig Nelson men¬ 
tioned that people throughout 
Africa are ill-informed and super¬ 
stitious about AIDS. In Kenya, it 
is sometimes believed that AIDS 
is some kind of spell or bewitch- 
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ment. In many parts of Africa 
people think that condom use 
spreads AIDS because, according 
to Nelson’s report, people with 
AIDS use condoms. Some believe 
there are tiny holes the latex, holes 
put there by white westerners who 
want to limit Africa’s population. 

Jones also observed strange su¬ 
perstitions about AIDS in South 
Africa. “Many infected men be¬ 
lieve that the only way they can be 
cured of AIDS is to have sex with 
a virgin,” he said. 

Given that South Africa has 
the world’s highest levels of re¬ 
ported rape, HIV and AIDS is 
spreading in a cruel and aggres¬ 
sive manner. “People who are try¬ 
ing to educate the population 
about AIDS are appalled by these 
kinds of beliefs,” said Jones. “I also 
heard people saying that AIDS 
was a plan by the white man to 
keep Africans from reproducing.” 
he added. 

One man, millions 
of deaths? 

But only to add insult to injury, 
Jones was horrified to learn that 
proponents of Dr. Peter Duesberg 
(a right-wing-connected scientist 
who espouses that HIV does not 
cause AIDS) were hard at work in 
South Africa, trying to disrupt and 
derail government attempts to get 
the disease under control. “Every 
time we spoke with reporters, they 
asked us if we thought that HIV 
even caused AIDS. Duesberg is 
politically active in South Africa,” 
Jones said. 

Recently, the government had 
announced that there would be no 
new program to get drugs to HIV 
infected pregnant women in order 
to block mother-to-child HIV 
transmission. A leading AIDS 
physician in that country, Dr. 
Grinwood, criticized the govern¬ 
ment for its inaction. According to 
Jones, Grinwood was publicly at¬ 
tacked by Duesberg’s followers in a 
letter writing campaign that came 
from all over the world. “Grin¬ 
wood is now in danger of losing 
his job,” he remarked. “That man 
[Duesberg] will one day be re¬ 
sponsible for millions of deaths,” 
Jones said bitterly. 

The most important issue for 
PWAs in Africa today is to get 
treatment and support, said Jones. 
Mother-to-child disease transmis¬ 
sion could be stopped with only a 
small amount of drugs. “The West 
could afford to pay for this,” he 
said. Jones thinks that even this 
small first step could be a long way 
from happening. “I think the gov¬ 
ernment is terrified what will hap¬ 
pen when 4 or 5 million infected 
people begin demanding these 
drugs,” he speculated. 

While in Cape Town, Jones 
met with activists from NACOSA 
and NOWASA, the two leading 
AIDS organizations in that coun¬ 
try. Jones said that he asked the 
Africans what we, as Americans, 
could do to help. The Africans 
seemed to think that a sponsor¬ 
ship program between infected 
individuals in both countries as 
well as institutional sponsorships 
between the U.S. and South Africa 
would be an important first step. 
So Jones is enthusiastically purs¬ 
ing the creation of a type of AIDS

Andre V. Adams 

1944 — 2000 


Andre was born 
in New Jersey in 
1944. He joined the 
Air Force in 1962 
where he met his 
life-long friend 
Peter Fiske. Togeth¬ 
er, on black, one 
white, both gay, 
they created havoc 
in segregated Biloxi, 
Mississippi. Andr6 was the first black 
person to appear on a local TV enter¬ 
tainment program in Mississippi (a 
modern dance program). 

He and Peter moved to San Francis¬ 
co in 1966. Andre created “Miss Karyl 
Andre” and appeared with Charles 
Pierce at the Guilded Cage in 1968 and 
1969. In 1969 he and Peter returned to 
New York for a few months and their fa¬ 
vorite place was the Stonewall Inn. They 
were proud of their Stonewall connec¬ 
tion and marched together in the 
Stonewall group for Stonewall 20 in the 
1989 Pride Parade in San Francisco. 

Andre had an active life in San 
Francisco and appeared in many shows 
on stage. He passed peacefully to anoth¬ 
er stage on Saturday, January 8,2000 
and the Gods are surely well entertained 
now. 

The AIDS Emergency Fund helped 
Andre through some hard times, so if 
you remember Andre (or Karyl Andre), 
give to AEF in his memory.

jS t was December 1999. 

I I was riding the #7 train to 
I Queens, where I was born. 
With me was a queer with AIDS, 
who was apartment shopping. 
Next to us was some kid with pur¬ 
ple hair, a black welfare mom with 
a kid in a stroller too busy stran¬ 
gling his Pokemon to notice the 
funny faces I was making. 

Across the car was 
sleeping homeless guy, a 
Puerto Rican couple in a 
matching pair of puffy 
down vests, a Pakistani 
guy with a bag full of toys 
from KayBee, a transit cop, 
and some loud German 
tourists in shorts. 

On the floor of the 
train car was a news¬ 
paper with the face of 
a big lunky baseball 
player on it. 

What a pleasure it was to be in 
the city of my birth at the mo¬ 
ment when a chaw-spittin’ bigot 
from a city with a baseball team 
named after a bunch of slaugh¬ 
tered Native Americans got basi¬ 
cally put through the wringer for 
pretty much maligning anyone 
who wasn’t like him, particularly 
the variety pack of residents of the 
city of my birth. 

How shocked everyone was, or 
pretended to be. The outrage. The 
scandal. A white Southern base¬ 
ball player hates blacks and gays. 
Stop the presses. 

But the presses, of course, did 
not stop. In fact, they could have 
paid the lunky bigoted baseball 
player, since they sold so many 
more papers by reporting on what 
the bigoted lunky baseball player 
said. 

That’s because the presses are 
owned by the same rich white 


men who own the baseball play¬ 
er’s team, and the network that 
broadcasts the athletic endeavors 
of said baseball player. 

Now, we all know what scions 
of justice and objectivity these pa¬ 
pers are. Take Sports Illustrated. 
Note its proud history of report¬ 
ing gay and lesbian struggles in 
sports, such as issue #_...

Rosie Perez attended a Hispanic 
AIDS summit at Harvard last year, 
despite the fact that “we had invit¬ 
ed elected officials, prominent 
sports figures, entertainment lead¬ 
ers,” he said. “It was quite aston¬ 
ishing to see that kind of silence in 
action.” Hispanic members of 
Congress represent districts with 
some of the highest rates of HIV 
infection in the nation. 

USC’s Wilson called for “de¬ 
stigmatization of homosexuality, 
both in communities and inter¬ 
nally” as part of AIDS prevention.

Randi Webster, co-director of the 
Patients’ Resource Center, a med¬ 
ical marijuana club. “That’s what 
the card is about, finally defining 
who the patient is ” 

But Dr. Herminia Palacio, spe¬ 
cial policy advisor to DPH, told 
the Bay Area Reporter that the new 
cards will not change the fact that 
those without money and insur¬ 
ance have less options for health¬ 
care. 

“I actually think that the new 
system is completely neutral in 
that regard; those persons will not 
be hurt, nor helped, by the policy,” 
said Palacio, who acknowledged 
that the cards, although used by 


local law enforcement, will not 
protect physicians from federal 
prosecution. Therefore, doctors 
currently fearful of that possibility 
will likely not be swayed by the is¬ 
suance of ID cards. 

The cards, agree most people 
both in favor and opposed to the 
idea, will help card carriers avoid 
police harassment. But since the 
cards will not change capitalism, 
the challenge for the city is to 
reach out to those who are not 
plugged into regular medical care, 
fearless physicians, or the medical 
marijuana circle. 

Leno told the B.A.R. that a pro¬ 
vision in the legislation that asks 
the DPH to “heed the advice of cit¬ 
izens’ groups” would be one way to 
reach people who are outsiders to 
the medical marijuana process. 


“I would think that one rec¬ 
ommendation from these groups 
could be to do outreach to less ob¬ 
vious communities,” said Leno. 

And outreach to educate physi¬ 
cians is something that the Pa¬ 
tients’ Resource Center is already 
doing, according to Webster. 

“Doctors have seen the tie-dye 
and the other images associated 
with marijuana,” said Webster. 
“Now it’s time for them to see 
medical marijuana patients as 
their sister, their daughter, their 
brother, their friend.” 

Putting a familiar face on med¬ 
ical marijuana is one way to con¬ 
vince physicians to help their pa¬ 
tients; providing access to medical 
marijuana to those without access 
to decent healthcare may prove 
more difficult. ▼

vice president. 

All registered Democrats who 
attend party caucuses will be eli¬ 
gible to vote for delegates to the 
nominating convention, provided 
they live in the congressional dis¬ 
trict where the caucus is being 
held. 

Anyone not registered to vote 
may register at the meetings, and 
those registered with another 
party may re-register. Early atten¬ 
dance is encouraged; doors close 
at 3 p.m. sharp. 

In San Francisco’s Congres¬ 
sional District 8, Gore supporters 
will nominate delegates at the 
Plumbers and Pipefitters Local 38, 


at 1621 Market Street, while sup¬ 
porters of Bradley will select their 
delegate designates at the Potrero 
Hill Middle School, at 655 De 
Haro Street. [See sidebar for all 
Bay Area caucus locations.] 

The California Democratic 
Party, unlike its Republican coun¬ 
terpart, sets “targets” of minority 
representation among the delega¬ 
tion. Five percent of the delega¬ 
tion are supposed to be lesbians, 
for example, while five percent are 
to be gay men. Half of all dele¬ 
gates are to be men, and the other 
half women. 

Each caucus of Democrats for 
Bradley and each for Gore will se¬ 
lect three men and three women on 
Sunday who may serve as delegates 
to the convention. Each potential 
delegate will be ranked according 


to the number of votes they receive, 
with the bottom vote-getters possi¬ 
bly serving as alternates. 

The total number from each 
district who will actually go to Los 
Angeles will depend on the per¬ 
centage of votes Bradley and Gore 
receive in California’s March 7 
presidential primary election. 

Delegate candidates must have 
filed papers with the California 
Democratic Party a couple of 
weeks ago. Each will be given the 
opportunity to make a one- 
minute speech to the caucus be¬ 
fore the votes or taken. 

“It’s competitive, but it’s a 
competition among friends,” said 
Barnes, adding that he is not run¬ 
ning as a delegate himself, as he 
expects to be working as a paid 
consultant at the convention. T

adoption program where PWAs - 
and other caring Americans - can 
help support a PWA in a small 
township. “A little bit goes a long 
way in that country. I visited 
houses where there was no food 
or gasoline - let alone AIDS med¬ 
icines,” he said. Jones is hoping 
that participating U.S. sponsors 
will be able to send resources, in¬ 
formation, unused meds, and per¬ 
haps $10 or $20 per month. Jones 


is currently working on a propos¬ 
al for the Names Project to begin 
such a program. 

The South Africans are excited 
about the creation of such a pro¬ 
gram and have been boiling out 
the details since Christmas. Soon 
American PWAs could adopt 
South African pen pals. When 
given the overwhelming horror of 
AIDS in Africa, some might ask, 
why bother, any help would be 
just a drop in the ocean. Jones re¬ 
sponded by saying that this first 
step is necessary to build the mo¬ 
mentum needed to create a moral 


imperative in the West to help the 
developing world. At the same 
time, he noted that South Africans 
must be willing to help them¬ 
selves. “One young man I met said 
that if people outside South Africa 
were fighting for them, then it’s 
time for South Africans to fight 
for themselves,” said Jones. ▼

Solanas' Up Your Ass 
is set to music 

by Richard Dodds 

W hen Valerie Solanas gave Andy 
Warhol a copy of Up Your Ass, he 
found it so obscene that he worried 
it might be part of a government plot to entrap him. 
While there is nothing in the play that today could 
result in a raid — at least not in San Francisco — 
the belated premiere of Up Your Ass is missing some 
of its harder edges. 

Not that any of Solanas’ frank commentary on 
men and the women who don’t need them has been 
censored, but a curious thing has happened on the 
long-lost play’s way to the stage. It has become a 
karaoke musical, and this Top-40 treatment defi¬ 
nitely sweetens the bile. Lines about “a mighty fine 
dick” and “a mighty fine ass” don’t sound quite so 
rude when set to the music of “Tears on My Pillow.” 

There are times when the musical approach is 
both entertaining and dramatically effective, as in a 
vocal duel set to the sounds of “Me and Bobby 
McGee.” Here, the confrontational dialogue finds its 
match in the familiar accelerating rhythms of the 
song, and unlike too many other examples in the 
show, the words don’t get lost amid the amplifica¬ 
tion and pre-recorded accompaniment. 

The decision to set much of Solanas’ dialogue to 
music at least finds affirmation in the collection of

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1 'Ys H snimcnt to the $t tength of.their re 
fationship that 26-year-old Garrm Benfieki 
devotes almost every song on his debut 
album, Living A Dream, to his lover of eight 
years, Joshua Smith, and feels free to expose 
their marriage’s nerves. Within the first three 


songs, the listener learns Benfield feels he in¬ 
deed is living a dream, perfect in many re¬ 
spects, if often fraught with tension: 

“I’m gonna fight if you tell me I’ll only 
slow you down,” he warns his husband in the 
album’s title track, an uptempo rock song. 
He intimates that if somehow he’s hurt, “I’ll 
be moving on. You might hear from me/if I 
can find the time.” 

The hurts inevitably come, however, and 
“it’s not so easy” staying together. He asks of 
his husband: “Has the time blown you away?” 

The answer is no, unless he means: “Have 
I blown your mind?” (Certainly yes, many 
times.) Rather, even in a city bursting with 
alluring distractions for gay men, time has 
drawn Smith and Benfield closer — two op¬ 
positely charged electrons revolving in ever- 
tightening circles around the nucleus of their 
love. Still, no matter how strong the attrac¬ 
tion between them, each is fiercely indepen¬ 
dent, and both at times fly off into other or¬ 
bits, other affairs. 

Living A Dream is an exceptional first 
album, crafted by a gifted young guitarist, 
songwriter and performer who opens his soul 
and speaks frankly about the challenges of a 
gay relationship at the turn of the millenni¬ 
um. Benfield never refers directly to being 
gay, or mentions the gender of his nameless 
(in the lyrics) lover; he simply reveals parts of 
his story, and lets us know how he feels. 

In a sense, Benfield’s gayness is irrelevant; 
he has produced music of universal appeal, 
the sort that has made Rufus Wainwright so 
successful. He has lived out a dream with the 
first man he ever slept with (he met and fell 
in love with Smith during his freshman year 
at Hampshire College, in December 1991), 
and their quintessential^ American love af¬ 
fair profoundly influences his lyrics and his 
whole being. Anyone could identify with his 
experiences. 

Benfield easily ranks among the finest 
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by Roberto Friedman 
and Ward Memorial 

M anuary’s namesake, Roman 
deity Janus brought with 
lyff him not only the winter 
rains, but two new casts for that 
SF Opera production of La Bo- 
heme the critics have all been 
grumbling about. We dashed over 
to the War Memorial last week in 
a driving rain, hoping that the 
show, too, wouldn’t be all wet. 

Now we all know the plot of 
Boheme (Rent ripped it off when 
it wasn’t pirating Sarah Schul- 
man’s People In Trouble ), and we 
all know how heterosexual it is. 
Still, Out There couldn’t help see¬ 
ing the opera anew through queer 
eyes. Take, f’rinstance, the all¬ 
male scene in the squalid garret 
that’s the home of impoverished 
poet Rodolfo (tenor Zoran 
Todorovich) in Act I. Since when 
do ostensibly straight, grown men 
roughhouse on the bed for an 
hour in a 4-buddy formation? 
The festivities on stage resembled

a pillow fight at the gay frat house 
— except that most stars of the 
opera stage are considerably big¬ 
ger girls than most queens. Never 
mind The Sopranos —what about 
those wild ’n’ craazy tenors? 

The man-to-man action is 
reprised at the top of Act IV (can 
these boys ever keep their hands 
off each other?), until saucy 
Musette arrives (soprano 
Nicolle Foland) with the dying 
Mimi (soprano Miriam Gauci) 
to spoil all the fun.

Love and the single scholar 

ACT does Stoppard's 'Invention of Love'

T 


1 he heart of Tom Stoppard’s 
The Invention of Love is sim- 
H pie enough — simplistic, 
even — but it is embedded deep 
in a mud slide of erudition. 

Life is short, so make the most 
of it, Stoppard has his central 
character announce late in a 
speech that begins with a discus¬ 
sion of comma placement in an 
ancient Roman poem. And so it 
goes in the three-hour play set 
against the backdrop of 19th-cen¬ 


tury Oxford, where useless 
knowledge is exalted. 

ACT is presenting the Ameri¬ 
can premiere of the 1997 play, a 
play that did not make the usual 
London-to-Broadway journey of 
Arcadia, The Real Thing, Travesties, 
and other Stoppard successes. But 
Carey Perloff, ACT’s artistic direc¬ 
tor and director of this classy pro¬ 
duction, lobbied for the play, its 
commercial liabilities be damned, 
and it turns out most of the good 
seats at the Geary Theater were 
sold out before opening night.

disco nap before venturing to The 
Invention of Love. It is not a play 
that rewards flaccid attention, not 
that a little lie-down will sudden¬ 
ly let you understand Latin. This 
is a play in which verb tense pro¬ 
vides a punchline. 

To be fair, there are numerous 
passages and exchanges that are 
easily accessible, both in their 
humor and in their pathos. But 
even if Stoppard lays it on a bit 
thick, can you expect anything 
other than a scholarly context for 
the story of a celebrated scholar?

Paradise in San Jose? 

'Children of Eden' is a Biblical pageant

i ow many times have you 
I heard that a musical is miss- 
„ j ing a good book to go with 
its tuneful score? Songwriter 
Stephen Schwartz solved that prob¬ 
lem by looking to the Good Book. 


Children of Eden is an epic¬ 
sized musical that uses the stories 
of Adam and Eve and Noah and 
his Ark to explore intimate family 
relationships in a Biblical context. 
There is enough reverence that 
believers won’t be offended, but 
for those who find more fable 
than fact in the Old Testament, 
the theology is no more taxing 
than in, say, The Lion King. 


In fact, Children of Eden often 
resembles The Lion King, though 
it predates Disney’s stage musical 
by several years. First staged in 
London in 1991 to disappointing 
results, a revised version found 
success in 1997 at the Paper Mill 
Playhouse in New Jersey, and it’s 
that version that opened last week 
at San Jose Center for the Per¬ 
forming Arts.

American Musical Theatre of 
San Jose has also rented the sets, 
props and costumes from the 
Paper Mill production, and the ef¬ 
fect on the enormous San Jose 
stage can be stunning. Director 
Dianna Shuster has pulled togeth¬ 
er a cast of more than 60 men, 
women, and children, and when 
they are decked in one of several 
sets of finery amid an Eden lav¬ 
ishly suggested, the results feel 
grander than you have any right 
to expect in San Jose. 

The musical itself is an agree¬ 
able spectacle that, especially in 
the first act, finds fresh drama and 
some comedy in its revisionist 
reading of the Bible. John Caird’s 
libretto doesn’t sustain the same 
interest in the second act, when 
the focus moves from Adam and 
Eve to Noah and his family, 
though the latter act does feature 
a wonderful tableau as the ani¬ 
mals arrive for their voyage. 

Songwriter Schwartz helped 
popularize a pop-rock sound on 
Broadway in Godspell and Pippin, 
and he mines similar territory here. 
It may not be the novelty that it once 
was, but Schwartz certainly knows 
how to create agreeable anthems 
with substantial melodic hooks. 

The huge cast is a mix of local

'Broadway Ball busters' adapts show tunes

W ith a reference to Crisco 
here and to Guerneville 
there, the hetero show 
tunes highlighted in Broadway 
Ballbusters adapt quite nicely to a 
homo world. 

This new compilation is subti¬ 
tled “a man-bashing musical 
revue,” but that suggests a ratio¬ 
nale more potent than what 
comes across in Theatre Rhino’s 
Studio. This 90-minute jukebox is 
really about three personable guys 
with good voices singing songs 
that definitely were not originally 
written for gay men. 

For the dedicated show queen, 
Eric Brizee and Alan Fricke’s cre¬ 
ation should be lots of fun as it 
mines some lesser-known musical 
choices. But even those whose cast- 
album collection stops at A Chorus 
Line should find musical pleasure in 
the program of rarities, obscurities, 
and a couple of familiar choices. 

The very loose structure finds 
the three performers in their 
dressing room, needing little ex¬ 
cuse to break into song. Even less 
excuse is offered in the second act, 
when the performers are doing 
their show within the show. 

Lyrics do get changed here and 
there, usually to felicitous effect, 
but this is not a parody show like 
Dirty Little Show Tunes. Here, 


most of the songs convey their 
original intent, though inevitably 
the gender reassignment puts a 
different spin on man-hungry 
songs like “I Can Cook, Too” from 
On the Town , “Bring on the Men” 
from Jekyll & Hyde, and “Every¬ 
body’s Girl” from Steel Pier. 

Some of the songs are sung 
straight, so to speak, with Jorge 
Hernandez’s smooth voice scor¬ 
ing on “Times Like This” from 
Lucky Stiff, Eric Brizee lending his 
husky voice to “No Man Is Worth 
It” from Dance a Little Closer, and 
Gary Wayne Farris using his 
Broadway belt on “Goodbye 
Emil” from Romance Romance. 


But mostly the threesome sings 
together, creating agreeable har¬ 
monies under Alan Fricke’s musical 
direction. Directors F. Allen Sawyer 
and John Karr have brought their 
considerable experience to the play¬ 
ful production, which hardly takes a 
beat between songs. Perhaps two or 
three of the numbers don’t quite 
cut it, but everything moves along 
with such good-natured alacrity 
that you hardly notice. ▼

what needs to be done. Adrian 
Zmed, a veteran of the Paper Mill 
Playhouse cast, plays Adam and 
Noah with appealing remnants of 
the gruff boyishness of his early 
TV and movie career. Zmed, still 
showing off his biceps, also has 
muscle in his voice. 

LaTonya Holmes, double cast 
as Eve and Mama Noah, gets her 


best showcase in the Eden scenes, 
where she is a character whose 
charming ditziness disguises a 
quest for knowledge. Timothy 
Gulan and Brent St. Clair offer 
strong performances as, respec¬ 
tively, the troublesome son and 
the good son. As God, John Hunt¬ 
ington rises to the challenge of a 
seemingly impossible role, creat¬ 
ing an accessible character whose 
divinity does not obviate emo¬ 
tional needs. 

In this variation on the Bible, 


God becomes an overprotective 
father who wants his children to 
stay innocent and dependent for¬ 
ever. It is God who has to let go, 
but not without a fight. What

roles like this rich part as Romano, 
an aging Italian roue looking back 
on a colorful past in Russia. Based 
on several short stories by Anton 
Chekhov and directed by Soviet 
filmmaker Nikita Mikhalkov, Dark 
Eyes is a fascinating combination 
of two cultures, and the actor 
slides comfortably back and forth 
between them. 

In tableaux of surreal sets such 
fin de siecle health spas which re¬ 
semble the best of Fellini’s pro¬ 
ductions, Mastroianni plays out 
once again a variation on the 
drama of love and deception. The 
amorality of his affable and se¬ 
ductive character is more careful¬ 
ly masked here than in his early 
roles. His promising young archi¬ 


tect falls prey to a life of decadent 
ennui thanks to the fortune of his 
Italian wife (Silvana Mangano), 
whom he leaves for a beautiful 
young Russian woman (Elena So- 
faonova). In a richly textured, 
multilayered screenplay, Mas¬ 
troianni is both hateful and heart¬ 
breaking while the things that are 
important to him one by one es¬ 
cape him. T

Eternally seductive 

'The Stuff that Dreams Are Made Of: 
The Films of Marcello Mastroianni'

ince his death in 1996, the 
richness of the legacy of 
actor Marcello Mastroianni 
has become ever more evident. 
Among the 170 films that he ap¬ 
peared in, the Castro Theatre and 
the Pacific Film Archive in Berke¬ 
ley are screening 22 of his best. 
The 1997 documentary Marcello 
Mastroianni: I Remember, Yes I Re¬ 
member, made by his companion 
Anna Maria Tato, opens the festi¬ 
val at the PFA on January 21 and 
is repeated at the Castro on the 
January 23. Ms. Tato also selected 
the films included in this retro¬ 
spective. 

Although he is best known as 
the alter ego of Federico Fellini in 
the ’60s icons La Dolce Vita and 8- 
1/2, the actor did some of his best 
work for other directors. (Both of 
those films are included in the fes¬ 
tival.) If you are new to the work 
of the eternally handsome and se¬ 
ductive Mastroianni, or if you 
want to re-live some of your fa¬ 
vorite cinematic moments of 
20th-century Italian cinema, 
check out some of these offerings. 
Ironically, as one critic has noted, 
although he defined the “Latin 
lover” cliche, Mastroianni did not 
smolder, nor did he pounce; his 
style consisted more of a “sleepy- 
eyed look and a promise.” 

A few highlights follow. Dates 
given are Castro Theatre screen¬ 
ings. 

Divorce-ltalian Style, 1962 
(1/22, 23) 

Under the masterful direction 
of Pietro Germi, Mastroianni 
plays one of his first completely 
amoral characters, the Sicilian 
dilettante Ferdinando Cefalu, 
whose disdain for his nagging, 
mustachioed wife (Daniela 
Rocca) is exceeded only by his lust 


for a nymphet cousin (Stefania 
Sandrelli). The smirking joke of 
the title is that there is no divorce 
in Roman Catholic 1960s Italy, so 
the only alternative — obviously! 
— is murder. The fantasies staged 
by Germi about how Cefalu will 
do away with the shrew are small 
masterpieces of black comedy, 
and completely misogynist, of 
course. But for those who can 
overcome the political incorrect¬ 
ness of the theme, the rewards are 
great. Mastroianni is a selfish, 
slicked-down villain who pushes 
his wife into the arms of another 
man, after much auditioning of 
the perfect patsy. In macho Sicily, 
finding oneself cornuto is the 
greatest effrontery to one’s man¬ 
hood, and Cefalu plays on the 
sympathy of the entire town while 
he plots his wife’s murder. This in¬ 
spired bit of theater is a capsule 
view of the last bastion of me¬ 
dieval Mediterranean chauvin¬ 
ism, which does not go without its 
own punishment. The hilarious 
screenplay won an Oscar. 

Marriage Italian Style, 1964 
(1/29, 2/2) 

Not exactly a sequel to Di¬ 
vorce-ltalian Style, this Vittorio De 
Sica film could nevertheless be 
viewed as a companion piece to 
the other dark comedy. Here, too, 
the title carries significant irony, 
as it defines a family institution by 
presenting the story of a union 
created through deception and 
manipulation. De Sica based his 
film on the 1940s story of Filume- 
na Marturano by Eduardo de Fil¬ 
ippo, and Sophia Loren in her 
prime is the true star of Marriage 
as the hooker who connives to get 
a wedding ring from her longtime 
lover (Mastroianni) by letting him 
know that one of her three sons is 
also his. Marcello is once again a 
selfish brute, amorous and cagey, 
then baffled and touched by the 


situation in which he finds him¬ 
self. The warring, loving couple 
were the perfect match for each 
other in this De Sica tour deforce, 
and in its companion piece (un¬ 
fortunately not included in this 
festival), Yesterday, Today and To¬ 
morrow (1964), in which the duo 
appear as three different sets of 
embattled Italian lovers. 

A Special Day, 1977 

( 1 / 22 , 2 / 2 ) 

If the De Sica sex comedies al¬ 
lowed Sophia and Marcello to 
romp through a series of bedroom 
farces, this intense drama shows 
both actors at the other end of the 
spectrum of their acting abilities. 
Director Ettore Scola not only 
casts Mastroianni against type as 
Gabriele, a buttoned-down homo¬ 
sexual, but he also achieves the im¬ 
possible: getting Loren to appear 
downright plain as Antonietta, a 
downtrodden mother of six who 
is the complete opposite of her 
joyful earth-mother types of the 
’60s. Essentially a two-character 
play, Una Giornata Particolare 
places together two neighbors 
with nothing in common in a de¬ 
serted Rome apartment house on 
a day in 1938 when Hitler comes 
to town to meet with Mussolini. 
After “meeting cute” (her pet bird 
escapes through a window to land 
on his windowsill), the unlikely 
couple come to discover their 
common ground. Although it in¬ 
cludes the inevitable seduction 
scene between the straight woman 
and the gay man, the screenplay is 
thoughtful and touching. And 
avoiding gay cliches, Mastroianni 
turns in one of his most restrained 
and affecting performances as a 
man quietly at the end of his rope. 

Dark Eyes, 1987 
(1/28) 

Toward the end of his career, 
Mastroianni took on character

stiff-and-proper guise of actor 
James Cromwell as he is being fer¬ 
ried across the River Styx. He is 
newly dead, and as his final voy¬ 
age continues, a flood of memo¬ 
ries overwhelms him. Jason But¬ 
ler Harner takes over as the young 
Housman, an Oxford prodigy 
who tries to Find context in his 
studies for his attraction for ath¬ 
letic classmate Moses Jackson. 

Stoppard provides a counter¬ 
point to Housman’s self-repres¬ 
sion in Oscar Wilde, who briefly 
shared the Oxford campus with 
Housman, but who found overt 
expression for his core feelings. It 
of course destroyed him, but in an 
imagined meeting, Wilde tells 
Housman, “Better a fallen rocket 
than never a burst of light.” 

This is the recently deceased 
Housman conversing with his 
memories, and Cromwell, re¬ 
membered as the taciturn farmer 
in the movie Babe, gets several big 
laughs with his arch delivery. 
Cromwell creates an imposing fig¬ 
ure as the elder Housman, but the 
character’s sadness at a life misdi¬ 
rected does not fully emerge 
Cromwell’s steely performance. 

As the young Housman, Harn¬ 
er plays the first act in the same 
nerdy key, but it makes more 
sense in contrast to his second-act 
self, when his disappointments 
and frustrations begin to give an 
edge to his persona. Marco Barri- 
celli provides a memorable im¬ 
pression of Wilde, and other per¬ 
formers who pierce the general 
competence of the large cast in¬ 
clude Steven Anthony Jones as the 
oarsman on the River Styx, Ken 
Ruta as a politician and journal-

ist, and Garret Dillahunt as the 
fetching Moses Jackson. 

Matthew Boston also has a 
couple of nice scenes as a Hous¬ 
man colleague who can acknowl¬ 
edge that he prefers the company 
of men, as Stoppard conjectures 
on the beginnings of homosexu¬ 
als as a group with an identity. He 
reports to a Housman on a secret 
society to which he belongs. 

“Actually, it’s more of a discus¬ 
sion group,” he says. “We discuss 
what we should call ourselves. 
‘Homosexual’ has been suggested. 
... We aren’t anything till there is a 
word for it.” 

Housman reacts with pre¬ 
dictable scholarly detachment. 
“Homosexuals? Who is responsi¬ 
ble for this barbarity? ... It’s half 
Greek and half Latin!” ▼

Diablo Ballet

L ast Saturday night, Diablo 
Ballet, which makes its 
home in Walnut Creek, ap¬ 
peared at Zellerbach Hall in 
Berkeley for its millennium kick¬ 
off performance, and proved yet 
again that a small company can 
offer dancing that matches or sur¬ 
passes that of larger, more estab¬ 
lished troupes. Every single 
dancer (nine of the company’s 
twelve appearing on this pro¬ 
gram) is a unique and recogniz¬ 
able presence on stage, shaping 
his or her role and exploring the 
movement in a very personal way 
which engages the audience. 

Diablo Ballet gave the West 
Coast premiere of Val Caniparoli’s 
Pas de Deux from the first act of 
his full-length Lady of the Camel¬ 
lias, based on the novel and play 
of Alexander Dumas fils. Tina Kay 
Bohnstedt and Kyongho Kim, as 
Marguerite and Armand, are sen¬ 
sitively matched. Kim’s passionate 
yet effortless partnering, even in 
the face of some daunting ma¬ 
neuvers, and Bohnstedt’s expres¬ 
sive fluidity and suppleness create 
a truly believable pair of lovers. I 
only wish the choreography 
matched the timbre of their danc¬ 
ing. The music, excerpts from 
Chopin’s Piano Concerto in E 
minor, is both an asset and a lia¬ 
bility. While this composer evokes 
both the time period of the story 
and its romanticism, the choice 
seems almost cliche. Then, Cani- 
paroli puts far too many steps in 
each phrase. The rushing, which

SF Symphon/s Alasdair Neale and MTT

j| Jfl usicians can be a fickle lot 
at times — they are per¬ 
il Wl formers, after all — but 
the players of the San Francisco 
Symphony are usually an excep¬ 
tion to the rule. Nevertheless, re¬ 
cent weeks at Davies Hall have 
proven even these dedicated pro¬ 
fessionals can respond in very dif¬ 
ferent ways to the leadership of 
very different conductors. 

Alasdair Neale has been SFS As¬ 
sociate Conductor since 1992 and 
leader of the SFS Youth Orchestra 
for eleven years, so his credentials 
are in order, and his attractive and 
accomplished presence is felt pos¬ 
itively throughout the entire orga¬ 
nization. He has covered for an ail¬ 
ing Michael Tilson Thomas on 
tour and currently leads two weeks 
of subscription performances each 
season. 

Young violinist (19) Tamaki 
Kawakubo has appeared with the 
SFS in performances of the 
Tchaikovsky Violin Concerto be¬ 
fore (6 years ago), and she is 
building a track record with guest 
shots in Los Angeles, Detroit and 
Baltimore. She has also recently 
studied under the legendary 
Dorothy Delay, and that should be 
imprimatur enough. So why did 
her partnership with Alasdair 
Neale (again with the 
Tchaikovsky concerto) have such 
a Brand X feeling to it? 

The evening began well enough,

with a carefully wrought perfor¬ 
mance of Aaron Jay Kernis’s Musi- 
ca celestis in its SFS debut. Neale has 
recorded works by Kernis, which 
have impressed local audiences 
with their particularly pretty blend 
of melody and minimalism. The 
shorter pieces don’t have much 
meat on their bones, but they make 
for an agreeable listen and a good 
way to start a concert. 

Kawakubo appeared next, in a 
lovely scarlet gown, poised and all 
grown up, and ready to dazzle us 
with her virtuosity. Dazzle us she 
did. We are witnessing an unfor¬ 
tunate trend with all these instru¬ 
mental wunderkinds, however. 
They are very young, very talent¬ 
ed, and too often driven into a 
brutally competitive market be¬ 


fore they can really develop a per¬ 
sonal style. Note-perfect rendi¬ 
tions and startling displays of 
strength can impress us to a point, 
but when the score at hand is a fa¬ 
miliar favorite like the 
Tchaikovsky, there is a genuine 
need for a mature artist whose ex¬ 
perience might allow for some 
new insights. Isaac Stern, Nathan 
Milstein, Heifetz, even Kennedy 
(when he was still Nigel) have all 
given highly personal renditions 
that prove you need a little 
mileage to custom-feel the road. 

The orchestra gave good sup¬ 
port, and Alasdair Neale framed 
Kawakubo’s studied technique 
sympathetically, but everyone 
seemed only to be going through 
the motions, and that is not what 
the umpteenth programming of 
the Tchaikovsky Concerto needs. 

The second half of the concert 
was given over to Ralph (pro¬ 
nounce it Rafe) Vaughn Williams’ 
beautiful A London Symphony (No. 
2). The composer insisted that it 
should be heard as “pure” music, al¬ 
though there is a programmatic 
subtext. In the best performances, 
the composer’s intentions are clear. 
With Neale on the podium, though, 
this atmospheric impression of a 
great city became an episodic spin 
through a colorful travelogue. No 
real harm done, since the results 
were, by turns, moody and exciting. 
What was lost was a sense of sym¬ 
phonic cohesion. 

The musicians sprang to atten- 
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is possibly meant to denote the 
torrent of emotion, works against 
itself. Love needs to linger, too. 
And Marguerite’s consumptive 
lungs would never have allowed 
her to be so athletic. This hale and 
hearty affect suddenly disappears 
toward the end, when she begins 
to cough, but by then it is too late 
to save any credibility. Still, the 
audience loves it, and Bohnstedt 
and Kim deserve to be lauded and 
applauded. 

The program opened with As¬ 
sociate Artistic Director Nikolai 
Kabaniaev’s The Puzzle, which I 
chose as one of the best pieces of 
1999.1 am surprised to see that 
the dancers have developed their 
parts even more since September. 
Dancing in a new ballet is a bit 
like breaking in a new pair of 
shoes. You have to dance it a while 
before you are completely com¬ 
fortable in it. Kabaniaev’s chore¬ 
ography, a seamless joining of ex¬ 
aggerated gesture, traditional and 
original steps, is pushed yet fur¬ 
ther by the cast, revealing more 
nuances. Kelly Teo is still a mag¬ 
netic presence. Karyn Lee Con¬ 
nell, Corinne Jonas and Viktor 
Kabaniaev know how to play up 
the comedy and tone it down ap¬ 
propriately, while Erika Johnson 
finds the lyrical threads in a per¬ 
plexing world. 

Villella vehicle 

Balanchine’s Tarantella Pas de 
Deux is not one of his great 
works. The “cute” sexiness is dated 
and has a ’60s-ness about it. The 
spirited music by Louis Moreau 
Gottschalk seems to carry the 


bulk of the artistic load, though 
Karyn Lee Connell and Viktor Ka¬ 
baniaev valiantly try to make 
something of it as well. Created as 
a vehicle for Patricia MacBride 
and Edward Villella of New York 
City Ballet, it may be a piece that 
needs their special chemistry to 
really work. Alas, they are both 
long retired. 

Closing the evening is They’ve 
Lost Their Footingby KT Nelson of 
ODC/San Francisco, definitely a 
crowd-pleasing, exuberant and 
wacky romp for nine dancers. I 
still enjoy it, though structurally I 
find the climax of the composition 
comes too far before the end of the 
piece. The last, slower movement 
could be better placed earlier on 
or left out completely. The music 
by Hoven Droven provides a 
steady backdrop for the dancing, 
which seems tied to it a bit too 
firmly, though Kelly Teo manages 
to impose his own musicality oc¬ 
casionally to break the hold. 

Diablo Ballet is also commit¬ 
ted to using live music whenever 
possible, and its own Diablo Bal¬ 
let Orchestra, under the baton of 
Asher Raboy, does an excellent 
job. Roy Bogas, as piano soloist 
for the Chopin and Gottschalk, 
added immensely to both pieces, 
moving from romantic to rhyth¬ 
mically agile without a hitch. 

Rumor has it that Diablo Bal¬ 
let may be performing in San 
Francisco in the fall, but I recom¬ 
mend seeing them in March at the 
Dean Lesher Regional Center for 
the Arts in Walnut Creek. It’s 
worth the trip; and if not, it’s also 
worth the wait. T

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Snapping away 
with Arthur Tress 

His eye on the 'Male of the Species'

A fter reading Arthur Tress’ 
essay on his profession in 
his latest book, Male of the 
Species (FotoFactory Press), you 
just might never finger a roll of 
film in exactly the 
same way. “The 
camera’s orifice 
wants to retain the 
slippery memories 
that struggle to es¬ 
cape and to be for¬ 
gotten. It is like the 
head hunters of 
Borneo who absorb 
the masculine po¬ 
tency of their ene¬ 
mies by consuming 
their life sap, there¬ 
by making them 
subject to their will. 

The act of photog¬ 
raphy feeds upon 
the radiant lumines¬ 
cence and tumes¬ 
cence of the world 
and renders them 
chemically di¬ 
gestible within the 
dark caverns of the 
camera’s body. It is 
by no evolutionary accident that 
our eyes and mouths are but inch¬ 
es apart.” 

If you think that might be an 
eccentric way of describing the act 
of placing imagery on Kodak film, 
you are probably not familiar with 
Mr. Tress and his four decades of 
output. Unlike such trendy, sterile 
snapshotters like Tom Bianchi, 
whose claim to fame is based 
more on the stunning models he 
gets to pose for him than for his 
craftsmanship, Tress’ shots are lit- 
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tie psychological scenarios that 
comment on gay desire, relation¬ 
ships, and survival. 

Photography critic Allen El- 
lenzweig, who devoted a chapter 
to Tress in his landmark study 
The Homoerotic Photograph, 
agreed to stop preparing brunch 


the other day to note, “Arthur 
deals with gay archetypes and the 
collective unconscious of the gay 
community. His work captures 
our yearnings, our fears, our anx¬ 
ieties, our hidden secrets. It must 
also be noted that Tress deserves 
recognition for having explored 
gay subcultural themes longer 
than most. There are very few 
people whose careers go back as 
far as his in this area.” 

Art historian Emmanuel 
Cooper agrees in his take on the 
subject, Fully Exposed. After prais¬ 
ing the output of Robert Map¬ 
plethorpe, Cooper adds that also 
“notable is the work of Arthur 
Tress, whose powerful images of 
sexual desire often embody ele¬ 
ments of surrealism.” 

Some of Tress’ more famous 
early shots, often taken on New 
York City’s piers in the ’70s, in¬ 
clude a naked man whose penis is 
hanging between the legs of a life- 
size cutout of Superman; a hard- 
hatted stud holding a giant card¬ 
board drill that’s about to pound 
into the gaping mouth of a sub¬ 
missive nude gent on his knees; 
and a gaggle of nudes either en¬ 
cased in plastic bags or tied to the 
burnt-out infrastructure of deci¬ 
mated buildings. 

Tress’ more recent imagery— 
—not including his more com¬ 
mercial work, which has appeared 
in such magazines as Life and Geo, 
plus on the covers of the novels of 
such authors as Patricia High- 
smith — probe gay life more gen¬ 
tly. His camera is now focused on 
unclothed men standing on 
kitchen counters, entwined with 
plants, holding TV antennas, or 
being lovingly attacked by neck¬ 
ties. There are also shots of young 
boys pondering their newly-dis¬ 
covered maleness. 

Wild, wild West 

Tress, in an interview from his 
Southern California home, notes 
that the transformation in his 
work has come about, in various 
degrees, from aging, moving to 
the West Coast, and having had a 
San Franciscan lover. “My sister 


lives in San Francisco, and that’s 
one of the reasons I moved out to 
the West. I’ve lived in San Francis¬ 
co on and off. I think it’s a city of 
fantasy. The architecture. The fog 
rolling in. It’s a city that’s very 
ephemeral in some ways. The 
earthquakes,” he says. 

“I love things 
that are very hy¬ 
brid, and the gay 
life there is so ex¬ 
treme and into it¬ 
self that it’s becom¬ 
ing a fascinating 
subculture. Actual¬ 
ly, my [former] 
boyfriend was a 
student at San 
Francisco State, so a 
lot of the pictures 
in the new book are 
from San Francisco. 

“There are three 
pictures of my 
boyfriend in Male 
of the Species. He’s a 
surfer, which is one 
of the advantages of 
California. But he’s 
also a good photog¬ 
rapher. His work 
was very loose and 
kind of like street 
photography and spontaneous. So 
we would go out and shoot the 
same models together, and his 
looseness and spontaneity affect¬ 
ed my style of working. That was 
one of the nice things about a re¬ 
lationship. I think haviifg to deal 
with another person’s problems 
and talking about them opened 
me up emotionally a little. Be¬ 
cause of him, my pictures became 
a little more tender and humane 
and sympathetic.” 

Taking a deep breath, he 
quickly adds, “But now I’m single 
and enjoying it.” 

Tress is also enjoying the fact 
that today, many art critics and 
museum curators are less homo- 
phobic and more accepting of the 
male nude as a legitimate subject 
for the artist. In fact, several of his 
shots have just been purchased by 
the Whitney Museum in New York. 
That didn’t happen back in the 
’70s, when his work was labeled by 
some as mere pornography. 

“Please let it be known,” Mr. 
Tress laughs, “that I don’t feel 
there’s anything wrong with art as 
pornography. As erotic art. I mean 
art which can be used for elation of 
the senses of all kinds. It has been 
an uphill battle in American and 
European culture to get the male 
nude accepted, and it’s not just 
been my challenge. The work’s 
gradually gotten to a larger accep¬ 
tance, but it’s amazing that it still 
makes people uncomfortable. The 
male nude has been done through¬ 
out the history of photography, 
but it’s been filed away in the back 
rooms of different museums. 

“It is interesting that my work 
has not been accepted by the Mu¬ 
seum of Modern Art or the Met¬ 
ropolitan Museum of Art, because 
you have curators who want 
straight photography. They’re un¬ 
comfortable with the male nude. 
This has actually limited my audi¬ 
ence, because the male nude has 
been ghettoized.” 

A step in the right direction, be¬ 
sides the one by the Whitney, will 
be taken by the Corcoran Gallery, 
which will soon hold a major ret-

She proceeded 
around a table filled with pre¬ 
pared dishes — from vegetables 
and fruits to meats and desserts 
— all in the shape of male geni¬ 
talia. Yummy. 

Speaking of delicacies, we hear 
tell Ainsley Harriot isn't queer, but 
you can’t convince us. This Lon¬ 



don pouf’s morning show de¬ 
buted this week. It makes The 
View look like Cellblock H, it’s so 
prissy. Harriot, for those who 
don’t watch PBS, had a Brit-com 
called Chef. A handsome bald 
black queen who cooks (think 
RuPaul in boy drag with a British 
accent), he has been mincing and 
dicing with the best of 
them on daytime. 
Highly recommend¬ 
ed, especially for those 
missing Julia Child. 

Yes, queers are 
busting out all over 
the networks, though 
NBC is still 
packing the 
queerest con¬ 
tent, and we 
don’t just mean Will & Grace and 
Frasier, though both episodes this 
week were among their best ever 
for golden showers (yes, pants 
pissing) hilarity. 

But on the serious side, ER has 
had queer storylines two weeks 
running, first with a young lesbian 
whose parents sent her to one of 
those ex-gay deprogramming 
units, second with a male couple 
involved in domestic violence. We 
kind of went off this show after 
pretty boy George Clooney left, 
followed by Gloria Reuben (taking 
her AIDS storyline with her), but 
it’s winning us back this season. 
The luscious Alex Kingston makes 
our heart go pit-a-pat, and the 
new boy on the block, Mr. Bosnia, 
is a nice drink of water also. The 
introduction of queer stories on a 
consistent basis — particularly 
material that is both timely and 


politic — makes this Emmy-win- 
ner worth watching anew. 

We also like the counterpoint 
manner in which these tales play 
out. Ming-Na covers for the young 
lesbian but gets slammed by Laura 
Innes, ER Chieftess, for lying about 
the patient’s status. Meanwhile, 
Noah Wylie (much rumored about 
in real life) gives an impassioned 
speech about freedom of sexual 
expression and how a person’s in¬ 
nate nature can’t be changed. 

In the DV segment, Anthony 
Edwards tries to get help for the 
troubled couple and urges the 
battered spouse to leave his 
boyfriend. Both men are attrac¬ 
tive and reasonably butch, so no 
typecasting of nellie and steve¬ 
dore. Edwards has done turns in 
queer storylines before, and his 
character (the inimitable Dr. 
Green) takes a sensitive but strong 
stance each time. The DV tale 
ends unpleasantly — just like real 
life. Very strong stuff. 

Order up 

Also strong on NBC, the Law 
& Order shows. L&O did a varia¬ 
tion on a Columbine theme last 
week with gay taunting at its cen¬ 
ter. Then Special Victims Unit 
handled the murder of a gay man 
— who happened to be the son of 
a Falwellian father who tried to 
deprogram the 21-year-old. The 
story was pure L&O, more twists 
and turns than Pacific Coast 
Highway. And talk about gay pos¬ 
itive — a gay cop, gay assembly- 
man, gay, gay, gay. The squad 
proves thoroughly victim-orient¬ 
ed as ever, despite the sexual ori¬ 


entation of “the vie” (cop talk). 
Each squad member gives a little 
speech at some point in the 
episode about the impossibility of 
altering someone’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion. But we especially liked 
Richard Belzer laying into the Fal- 
wellian’s amanuensis with a little 
riff about Newt Gingrich ditching 
his dying wife. Anyone who’s ever 
heard Belzer’s stand-up or seen 
him on a talk show knows this 
was probably ad-libbed and the 
writers left it in. 

A final tidbit from ABC: 20/20 
(we can’t remember if it was up¬ 
town or downtown) did a seg¬ 
ment on Janis Joplin last week 
that “revealed” the extent of her 
lesbian side (she was thoroughly 
bisexual). Her former girlfriend 
and heroin buddy Peggy Casserta 
talked about their relationship 
rather sweetly and candidly. Kris 
Kristofferson also said some sweet 
things about the First Lady of 
rock, who bedded him post- 
Rhodes and pre-fame. Casserta 
talked online on ABC’s news line 
after the show. Bittersweet nostal¬ 
gia for children of the ’60s. 
Watching clips of Janis sing still 
tears a little piece of one’s heart. 

Finally, our quote of the week 
came from Bill Maher on Politi¬ 
cally Incorrect. Talking about the 
recent makeovers and/or plastic 
surgeries of Monica, Linda and 
Paula Jones, Maher noted, “If it 
weren’t for Bill Clinton, all these 
women would be fat and ugly 
still.” As Judy Tenuta would say, 
“You thought it, I said it.” Yes, 
2000 is going to be a real party. Let 
the bitchfest begin. ▼

Short Distances and Definite Places: The Photographs of 


Playwrights act out 

N ot every stage production has to have elaborate sets and a pro¬ 
fessional cast to be fulfilling. A while back I got the chance to 
sample some new works being hammered out by participants 
in The Emerging Playwrights Series of the Artists Alliance 
Against AIDS, and though the amateur one-acts and monologues 
were stripped-down affairs, the results were impressive enough for 
me to want to encourage others to check out their offerings. 

Now’s your chance: in association with the Jon Sims Center 
for the Performing Arts, the emerging playwrights will be pre¬ 
senting three short dramatic pieces this Friday and Saturday, Jan¬ 
uary 21 and 22. Most promising are two one-act plays by veteran 
actor, stage manager, director, and regional theater producer Irl 
Mowery. His plays have been produced off-off Broadway and on 
Theatre Row in Hollywood. This weekend, drop in at Metropolitan 
Community Church (MCC) in the Castro to catch “Reaching Out” 
and “Topping Out,” two affecting pieces that address AIDS issues 
with sensitivity and intelligence. 

In “Reaching Out,” soft-spoken, mild-mannered Roger begins 
questioning whether or not he failed as a father when, presentlym, 
he finds himself on his way back to Chillicothe, Ohio from his gay 
son’s funeral. 

In “Topping Out,” Henry has to call on the generosity of his 
childhood friend, Kathryn, in order to complete the construction 
of an AIDS hospice. Kathryn is a wealthy matron crippled in a car 
accident that took her husband’s life. As they catch up on old times, 
Henry makes a number of stunning disclosures, one of which 
brings back the fateful night of the accident and the chain of events 
that led to it. 

When I previewed these pieces in their workshop phase, I ex¬ 
pected some of the same maudlin stuff we’ve seen so much of 
about the AIDS crisis. And there was a bit of it. But both pieces 
gripped and held me. I felt moved, and believe others will to. The 
writing was first rate, and the actors engaging. 

Too bad there weren’t many in the audience to absorb the ex¬ 
perience. The chapel at MCC had but a sprinkling of audience 
members. This time around, let’s hope members of the queer com¬ 
munity show their support for queer artists by turning out in force. 

I can’t say I was terribly impressed by “Chimayo,” the third piece 
of the night, when I saw it a while back. It’s a monologue by 
Christopher Woods, whose plays have been produced in cities 
across the U.S. In it, a fellow named Lenny has a final request: to be 
taken to Chimayo, a little church town in the hills of New Mexico 
known for its miracles. As a close friend recounts the trip, he reveals 
it wasn’t only Lenny who was looking for miracles. In workshop, 
the piece sped by so fast, delivered by a character who seemed as 
though he had been up for several days snorting crystal meth, that 
the significance of the words escaped me. 

Still, I suggest taking a chance that, this time around, the piece 
will be slowed down and delivered in a comprehensible fashion. If 
it doesn’t work, don’t worry: it’s quite brief, and you’ll get your 
money’s worth from Mower/s plays. T

Torture me softly

T he giddy holidays are safely 
past, and there’s nothing in 
front of us now but torture 
and pain. At least if you’re watch¬ 
ing the newest releases from Shot¬ 
gun Video, whose ball torture and 
SM bondage features will have 
you squirming. 

But first, a bit of local history. 
It was nearly 25 years ago that I 
spent several weeks cruising a 
hunky young blond in standing 
room at the opera. So I was de¬ 
lighted to find myself at last alone 
with him in a cubicle at the baths. 
But not so delighted when he 
twisted my balls. I yelped. He 
urged me to relax, and yanked on 
them again. I protested. “Don’t 
worry,” he whispered.

Year after year, with each pro¬ 
duction of Leather Weekend, the

And you can 
forget dialogue and drawn out 
set-ups. We join each stud when 
he’s right on the verge, so the pain 
level is always at max, the tension 
at its highest, and the loads — of 
both the subjects and the reliable 
Roger — are just seconds away 
from blasting. 

With A Leather Dream, Shot¬ 
gun presents the first of its Rigid 
Video releases, which will focus 
on leather, muscle, and passion. 
Romantic S&M — who woulda 
thunk? In this premiere release, 
I’m both surprised and mighty 
pleased to find bondage and kinky 
sexplay handled with the fervor of 
Buck Laguna and Dirk Cherokee, 
two gorgeous guys who are a real- 
life leather couple. Buck, at 5’8” 
and 195 lbs., is a wall of muscle, 
with a 46” chest, 17.5” arms, and a 
supermassive, rock-hard rump. 
It’s a major thrill. Dirk’s taller, so 
not as bulky, and sports a thick 
mustache. Their hour-and-40- 
minute video carries us through 
three scenes. In the first, magnifi¬ 
cent kissing and caressing are a 
prelude to cock worship and 
Dirk’s rather elegant flogging of 
Buck, who’s tied to a St. Anthony’s 
cross. 

The men move to a bed for a 
passionate make-out session, dur¬

Starting 2000 with Leslea Newman

don’t really believe in portents 
and omens, but I do take great 
joy in the fact that the very 
first book I’ve read with a 2000 
copyright is outstanding. Leslea 
Newman, the author of more 
than 25 extraordinary books, in¬ 
cluding A Letter to Harvey Milk, 
Still Life with Buddy, and the

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ubiquitous Heather Has Two 
Mommies, offers a new collection 
consisting of a novella and 11 
short stories, Girls Will Be Girls 
(Alyson, $12.95) that is a gift to 
readers everywhere, fve come to 
expect such richness from New¬ 
man, and that may be unfair — 
the merely good would sim¬ 
ply not be acceptable 
from her pen. No 
problem here, be¬ 
cause Girls Will Be 
Girls is a delight 
Many writers 
of short fiction 
seem to think that 
they need not 
worry about such novelistic con¬ 
cerns as plot and character. They 
write in a single voice, so that 
reading a collection feels like read¬ 
ing the same story over and over 
again. Just as in the MGM musi¬ 
cals of Judy Garland and Mickey 
Rooney, the names change, but the 
characters have a numbing same¬ 
ness. Plots are formulaic at best, 
tedious at worst. The attitude sug¬ 



gests that short stories require less 
effort than long works. The truth, 
of course, is that short stories are 
infinitely more difficult to write 
well than novels, because so much 
care must be taken with every sin¬ 
gle word. A writer must capture in 
a sentence what a novelist 
can take a chapter to 
reveal. When the 
effort is made, 
however, and more 
importantly, when the 
effort succeeds, the re¬ 
sult is an exquis¬ 
ite gem, a breath¬ 
taking discovery, 
a character who 
lives on in the memory. The sto¬ 
ries in Girls Will Be Girls provide 
just such readerly treasures. 

Choosing a favorite among 
these stories is considerably more 
difficult than choosing a favorite 
child. Let me just talk about a few. 
“Family Is Family” is a stunning 
monologue, spoken by the moth¬ 
er of Susan. She attends a PFLAG 
meeting not because she supports 



her daughter’s lesbianism, but to 
convince herself that her daugh¬ 
ter is the problem. “You all have 
children like Susan? Oy, I’m so 
sorry, but misery loves company, 
right?” This mother is horrified 
and disbelieving when she learns 
the truth. “What do you mean 
you’re not miserable, there’s noth¬ 
ing to be sorry about, you’re 
proud that your children are 
funny?” We don’t only meet the 
mother in this monologue. From 
Mom’s withering comments, we 
also get a clear picture of Susan 
and her impossible life with this 
page 48 ► 
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strong voices among the principal 
performers. But since this is the 
first public performance of the 
35-year-old play, made notorious 
when Solanas pumped a bullet 
into Warhol after he lost her only 
copy, it might have been more 
welcome to hear what she had to 
say without the musical embell¬ 
ishment. 

When Solanas’ characters do 
get the chance to say their lines, 
the results can be rudely enter¬ 
taining.

“When the hand’s busy rock¬ 
ing the cradle, it won’t be rocking 
the boat,” says the lesbian dismiss¬ 
ing the sanctity of motherhood. 

Bongi hit 

Bongi Perez, the rabble-rous¬ 
ing lesbian, alternates between 
being the central character in the 
action and a sarcastic observer on 
it. She is obviously a stand-in for 
Solanas as she shoots down all 
male arguments about the role of 
women, while tweaking a few fe¬ 
male philosophies as well. Solanas 
was ahead of her time in 1965, 
and much of her heterosexual- 
culture bashing doesn’t sound 
particularly dated today. 

The play isn’t much on plot 
structure, as characters and scenes 
seem to arrive and depart without 
much rhyme or reason. But this 
loose quality adds to a sense of 
rowdy burlesque that director 
George Coates’ production com¬ 
plements with its quirky casting. 

All the men are played by 
women in guy drag that playfully 


creates almost cartoon-like cari¬ 
catures. Karen Ripley brilliantly 
creates a pathetic putz who imag¬ 
ines he’s a ladies man, before re¬ 
turning unrecognizably as a 
flighty crone who delivers a lec¬ 
ture on proper homemaker eti¬ 
quette. Annie Larson, as a pontif¬ 
icating fool, suggests a slightly sin¬ 
ister version of Art Carney’s Ed 
Norton. And Mantra Plonsey 
looks like something out of a 
silent movie as a diminutive 
tough guy. 

There are women as women as 
well. Leanne Borghesi is delight¬ 
fully bubble-brained as the play’s 
unliberated woman. Sharon 
Boggs, who runs the karaoke ma¬ 
chine from stage left, makes peri¬ 
odic forays into the musical ac¬ 
tion with a powerful singing 
voice. Finally, Sara Moore, as 
Bongi, centers this diffuse play 
with a grounded performance fu¬ 
eled by a caustic charisma. 

Solanas was a forgotten foot¬ 
note by the time she died in San 
Francisco in 1988, but Up Your Ass 
displays a skill behind her take- 
no-prisoners sensibilities. But 
what might she have thought of 
her play becoming a musical? Just 
a guess, of course, but I suspect 
she’d be pissed. ▼

Patient Information about SUSTIVA* 

(sus-TEE-vah) 

for HIV (Human Immunodeficiency Virus) Infection 
Generic name: efavirenz (eh-FAH-vih-rehnz) 
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Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your oniy source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTiVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load”). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under fhe care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce^he risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?) 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 
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What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you've taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep SUSTIVA out of 
the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose 
of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately.

M Arts cover 

acoustic guitarists in the Bay Area, 
and he’s almost equally adept at 
electric guitar and bass. In his 
lyrical blending of funk, rock, 
blues, American folk, country and 
bluegrass, and with the expres¬ 
siveness of his alternately soft- 
and-smoky, tough-and-gravely 
voice tinged with occasional 
country twang, Benfield is fast on 
his way to the top of the pack of 
young balladeers nationwide who 
are attempting to keep acoustic- 
guitar-driven rock alive and rele¬ 
vant in the 21st century. 

So impressive are Benfield’s 
stylings, and so engaging his 
open, friendly personality, that 
musicians of the highest caliber 
jump at the opportunity to play 
with him. His album features sev¬ 
eral top-notch artists, all respect¬ 
ed Bay Area musicians: Pat Camp¬ 
bell on drums; Chad Clouse on 
violin; Dave Matthews on B-3 
Organ and Wurlitzer; Paul Van 
Wageningen on drums; Mark Van 
Wageningen on bass; Gary Potter- 
ton on pedal steel. 

By far the most significant con¬ 
tribution to Benfield’s album is by 
Michael Rodriguez, co-founder 
along with Chris Tabarez of 
Eighth Note Records, a brand-new 
recording label that accomplished 
a coup in signing Benfield, who 
has yet to be discovered by a major 
label, as inevitably he will be. Not 
only does Rodriguez lend sophis¬ 
tication to Living A Dream 
through his exquisite touch on a 
variety of keyboards (piano, Wurl¬ 
itzer, Rhodes, B-3, synth and drum 
programming), he also engineered 
(along with Tabarez) and mixed 
the album — talents he honed as 
studio engineer for jazz great Boz 
Scaggs. Rodriguez and Tabarez 
spent well over a month in Scaggs’ 
studio making the album with 
Benfield, bringing in other musi¬ 
cians as needed, working long days 
and longer nights. On the strength 
of their mutual passion for music, 
their huge affection for one an¬ 
other, their deep respect for each 
other’s talent, and their complete 
synchronicity, they achieved a 
nearly flawless product. 

Listen to the album multiple 
times and you can begin to pick 
out the influences: Beck, Elliot 
Smith, Mississippi John Hurt, Ra¬ 
diohead, the Beatles, the Grateful 
Dead, Neil Young, Ani DiFranco, 
Leo Kotke, Joni Mitchell, Bill 
Frisell, Mother Hips, James Tay¬ 
lor, and on and on. The songs are 
eclectic in style, some with echoes 
of Appalachia, others funky acid- 
rock, still others soulful folk songs 
(one of the most affecting tracks, 
“Already Heard,” a dark, quiet love 
ballad, recalls Leonard Cohen in 
its simplicity and deep, whisper¬ 
like vocals backed by acoustic gui¬ 
tar and an arrangement of soft 
strings). 

Apart from a single instru¬ 
mental track, the one song that 
stands out as an exception in Liv¬ 
ing A Dream, getting away from 
the love affair with Smith, is the 
hard-driving “What You’re Hid¬ 
ing,” an anguished/angry take on 
the grisly murder of gay Wyoming 
youth Matthew Shepard. It makes 
sense that Benfield identifies with 
Shepard. The two seem equally 
diminutive and vulnerable, with 
the same sort of trusting nature; 
had the two ever met, chances are 
they would have become friends. 
Alas, Shepard had the life beat out 
of him for being gay, and Ben¬ 
field’s anguish at the loss, and his 
anger at the society responsible 
for the murder, results in what 
surely is one of the most moving 
tributes ever to the slain youth. 

At 3 a.m., surrounded by sev¬ 
eral remaining guests lounging 



around in a nitrous haze, Benfield 
is part of a combo jamming in the 
front room of Rodriguez’s 18th St. 
apartment. The soul in the room 
is thick as molasses; the blues cuts 
to the core. The party, taking place 
barely a week after New Year’s Eve 
2000, has wound down, but the 
musicians persist, stirring a cock¬ 
tail of improvised acoustic piano, 
electric piano, electric bass, 
amped acoustic guitar, digital 
drum effects, and miked vocals. 
They’re having a musical conver¬ 
sation in subdued tones. Some¬ 
thing about the time of night, the 
fragrance of spent liquor bottles, 
spilt beer, and pot, the all-but-im- 
mobile lingering partiers, and the 
knowledge that this is both an end 
and a beginning for a close group 
of friends permeates the air with 
a certain sweet sadness. 

Rodriguez and Tabarez have 
announced they’ll be relocating to 
New York City, where Tabarez has 
taken a lucrative software engi¬ 
neering job. They’ve secured a 
space for a recording studio, and 
will continue producing Eighth 
Note Records albums from there. 
For Benfield, their departure sig¬ 
nals not the end of a relationship 
— they’ll keep working together 
long distance — but a significant 
shift. No longer will he have the 
two as constant influences. 
Though Benfield and Smith are 
surrounded by loving friends of 
all ages, genders and sexual orien¬ 
tations, and get invited to just 
about every party where cute, 
skinny gayboys gather, the depar¬ 
ture of Benfield’s two principal 
music collaborators will force him 
to seek new musical relationships, 
and that inevitably will impact his 
musical direction. 

So the blues that saturates Ro¬ 
driguez’s living room this night, 
engulfing the bleary-eyed revelers, 
is as genuine as can be. Everyone 
knows this moment, including 
everything that went into creating 
Living A Dream, must recede into 
memory. An album has been 
born; now it will be left to find its 
way, even as the seeds of a new 
album begin to germinate in fresh 
soil. T

tion with enthusiasm at times, but 
I haven’t seen individual players 
display such a lack of discipline 
since long before the arrival of 
Michael Tilson Thomas. Some 
were still chatting as the conduc¬ 
tor assumed the podium. Maybe 
Alasdair Neale inspires such a 
chummy ambiance, but I suspect 
it is more the attitude of students 
toward a substitute. 

Return of the Ninth 

Last week showed an altogeth¬ 
er more attentive crew, ready to 
give their acknowledged leader a 
fully drilled and sensitively pro¬ 
jected performance. The return of 
MTT and the Mahler Ninth was a 
transcendent event, able to oblit¬ 
erate flu-driven coughing attacks 
and insensitive whisperers. 

The recent concerts marked the 
26th anniversary of Tilson 
Thomas’s debut with the SFS. At 
29, the daring conductor tackled 
the same massive, blistering pages 
of the Ninth Symphony—what he 
has called “perhaps the most im¬ 
portant and emotionally satisfying 
farewell symphony in all of music.” 
I do not know how the Young Turk 
voyaged through the score then, 
but I can report that experience of 
life since has enabled the older mu¬ 
sician to create an almost unbear-

mother from hell. 

“The Babka Sisters” is another 
monologue, but this speaker is en¬ 
tirely individual and could never 
be mistaken for the mother in 
“Family Is Family.” This story 
takes us back in lesbian history, to 
a time when the love dared not 
speak its name because there was 
no name for such feelings. 

“A Religious Experience” is the 
erotically charged tale of a butch 
who flips herself. “Laddy Come 
Home” is a heartbreaking look at 
the dark side of lesbian parenting. 
Family figures prominently in 
many of Newman’s stories. 
“Whatever Happened to Baby 
Fane” explores family, biological 
and emotional, and the terrible 
harm that “never” can do. “A 
Femme in the Hand” is a humor¬ 
ous and erotic tale of one butch’s 
search for the femme of her 
dreams. “Girls Will Be Girls,” a 
novella, is an hysterically funny 
tale of a psychiatric three-way. If 
you are considering cheating on 
your lover, reading this saga may 
convince you not to stray, and that 
lesbian bed-death is not the worst 
thing in the world. Girls Will Be 
Girls is a garden of delights, 
wrenching, sexy, moving, and hi¬ 
larious by turn. Leslea Newman 
reads at A Different Light Book¬ 
store on January 21 at 7:30 p.m.
